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RtrixES    AND    REGULATIONS. 

1.  The  use  of  the  Library  is  restricted  to  purposes  of  research  and  reference,  and  under 

no  pretence  whatever  must  any  Book,  Manuscript,  or  Map  be  removed  from  the 
building. 

2.  The  Library  is  open  to  holders  of  Readers'  Tickets  daily,  as  follows:   Mondays, 

Wednesdays  and  Thursdays,  from  10  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  Tuesdays  and  Fridays! 
from  10  a.m.  to  9  p.m.     Saturdays,  from  10  a.m.  to  2  p.m. 

The    Library   will    be    closed    on    Sundays,    Good    Friday,    Christmas    Day,    New 
Year's  Day,  Bank  Holidays,  and  the  whole  of  Whit-week. 

3.  Persons  desirous  of  being  admitted  to  read  in  the  Library  must  apply  in  writing 

to  the  Librarian,  specifying  their  profession  or  business,  their  place  of  abode 
and  the  particular  purpose  for  which  they  seek  admission* 

4.  Every  such  application  must  be  made  at  least  two  clear  days  before  admission  is 

required,  which  must  bear  the  signature  and  full  address  of  a  person  of 
recognised  position,  whose  address  can  be  identified  from  the  ordinary  sources 
of  reference,  certifying  from  personal  knowledge  of  the  applicant  that  he 
or  she  will  make  proper  use  of  the  Library. 

5.  If  such  application  or  recommendation  be  unsatisfactory,  the  Librarian  shall  with- 

hold admission  and  submit  the  case  to  the  Council  of  Governors  for  their 
decision. 

6.  The  Tickets  of  Admission,  which  are  available  for  twelve  months,  are  not  transfer- 

able, and  must  be  produced  when  required. 

7.  No  person  under  eighteen  years  of  age  is  admissible,  except  under  a  special  order 

from  the  Council  of  Governors. 

8.  Readers  may  not  write  upon,  damage,  turn  down  the  leaves,  or  make  any  mark  upon 

any  Book,  Manuscript,  or  Map  belonging  to  the  Library ;  nor  may  they  lay  the 
paper  on  which  they  are  writing  upon  any  Book,  Manuscript,  or  Map. 

9.  The  erasure  of  any  mark  or  writing  in  any  Book,  Manuscript,  or  Map  is  strictly 

prohibited. 

10.  No  tracing  shall  be  allowed  to  be  made  without  express  permission  of  the  Librarian. 

11.  Books  in  the  Open  Reference  Shelves  may  be  consulted  without  any  formality,  but 

after  use  they  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables  instead  of  being  replaced  on  the 
shelves. 

12.  Other  books  may  be  obtained  by  presenting  to  the  Assistant  at  the  counter  one  of 

the  printed  application  slips  properly  filled  up. 

*  Forms  of  Application  for  Reader's  Ticket  may  be  had  on  application  to  the  Librarian. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS— cow^mw^^. 

13.  Readers  before  leaving  the  Library  are  required  to  return  to  the  Assistant  at  the 

counter  all  Books,  Manuscripts,  or  Maps  for  which  they  have  given  tickets,  and 
must  reclaim  their  tickets.  Readers  are  held  responsible  for  such  Books, 
Manuscripts,  or  Maps  so  long  as  the  tickets  remain  uncancelled. 

14.  Books  of  great  value  and  rarity  may  be  consulted  only  in  the   presence  of  the 

Librarian  or  one  of  his  Assistants. 

15.  Readers   before   entering  the   Library  must  deposit  all  wraps,    canes,    umbrellas, 

parcels,  etc.,  at  the  Porter's  Lodge  in  the  Vestibule,  and  receive  a  check  for 
same. 

16.  Conversation,  loud  talking,  and  smoking  are  strictly  prohibited  in  every  part  of  the 

building. 

17.  Readers  are  not  allowed  in  any  other  part  of  the  building  save  the  Library  without 

a  special  permit. 

18.  Readers  and  visitors  to  the  Library  are  strictly  forbidden  to  offer  any  fee  or  gratuity 

to  any  attendant  or  servant. 

19.  Any  infringement  of  these  Rules  will   render  the  privilege  of  admission  liable  to 

forfeiture. 

20.  The  privilege  of  admission  is  granted  upon  the  following  conditions  : — 

{a)  That  it  may  at  any  time  be  suspended  by  the  Librarian. 

(b)  That  it  may  at  any  time  be  withdrawn  by  the  Council  of  Governors. 

21.  Complaints  about  the  service  of  the  Library   should   be   made   to   the    Librarian 

immediately  after  the  occurrence  of  the  cause  for  complaint,  and  if  written 
must  be  signed  with  the  writer's  name  and  address. 

22.  All  communications  respecting  the  use  of  the  Library  must  be  addressed  to  the 

Librarian.

ADMISSION  OF  THE  GENERAL  PUBLIC  AND  VISITORS. 

The  general  public  are  admitted  to  view  the  Library  on  Tuesday  and 
Friday  afternoons  between  the  hours  of  two  and  six,  and  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  each  month  between  the  hours  of  seven  and 
nine  in  the  evening.  Visitors  to  Manchester  from  a  distance,  at 
any  other  time  when  the  Library  is  open,  will  be  admitted  for 
the  same  purpose  upon  application  to  the  Librarian. 
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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE. 

The  question  of  paramount  importance  in  the  administration  of  every  great  or  important 
library  is  :  How  best  to  render  accessible  to  students  the  constantly  increasing  stores  of 
literature  to  be  found  upon  its  shelves  ? 

It  is  not  sufficient  for  a  library  to  be  simply  famous ;  it  must  be  effective  if  it  is  to 
serve  its  real  purpose. 

That  the  John  Rylands  Library  contains  a  very  remarkable  collection  of  bibliographical 
and  literary  rarities  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge.  It  is  wrong,  however,  to  suppose 
that  it  is  a  place  of  pilgrimage  for  the  lovers  of  rare  books  and  nothing  more,  for  side  by 
side  with  these  treasures  there  is  an  excellent  working  library  for  students,  whether  in 
the  department  of  theology,  philosophy,  history,  philology,  art,  belles-lettres,  or  biblio- 
graphy, and  it  is  the  wish  and  intention  of  the  President  and  Governors  to  assist  all  to 
carry  their  researches  to  a  point  beyond  the  resources  of  the  private  or  the  free  public 
library.  To  that  end  suggestions  from  students  have  been  invited  and  welcomed,  with  the 
result  that  during  the  three  years  which  have  elapsed  since  the  library  was  opened  to 
readers  nearly  twelve  thousand  volumes  have  been  added  to  its  shelves. 

With  a  view  to  correct  any  erroneous  ideas  that  may  still  exist  with  regard  to  the 
scope  of  the  library,  to  remove  the  imaginary  barriers  by  which  it  has  been  surrounded 
in  the  minds  of  many  people,  and  at  the  same  time  to  provide  a  medium  of  communica- 
tion between  the  library  and  the  reader  and  to  make  clear  to  all  lovers  of  literature  the 
great  possibilities  of  usefulness  which  such  a  library  holds  out,  the  Council  of  Governors 
has  sanctioned  the  publication  of  a  quarterly  bulletin. 

The  primary  purpose  of  this  bulletin  is  to  record  the  titles  of  works  acquired  for  the 
library  during  the  quarter  preceding  the  date  of  each  issue,  in  order  that  students,  not 
only  in  Manchester,  but  also  in  other  and  distant  parts  of  the  world,  may  be  kept 
informed  of  the  growth  of  its  collections.  In  short,  it  will  be  made  a  vehicle  for  con- 
veying information  respecting  the  library,  its  progress,  and  even  its  wants. 

But  there  are  other  and  more  ambitious  designs  that  we  have  in  view,  and  it  may  be 
well  in  this  our  first  number  to  state  that  we  shall  hope  from  time  to  time  to  deal  with 
much  that  concerns  bibliography.  When  we  speak  of  "  bibliography,"  we  use  the  term 
in  its  broadest  sense,  as  the  science  of  books  considered  under  all  aspects.  This  will 
include  occasional  lists  of  works  on  specific  subjects,  in  the  nature  of  reading-lists, 
bibliographical  and  historical  notes  on  any  specially  noteworthy  additions,  and  articles 
on  the  special  collections  and  famous  books  in  which  the  library  is  so  rich,  with  the 
object  of  extending  the  usefulness  of  the  library  and  of  making  its  resources  better 
known. 

That  such  a  publication  will  materially  increase  the  general  interest  felt  in  the 
institution,  and  not  only  promote  the  use  of  books  that  would  otherwise  be  neglected, 
but  directly  tend  to  the  advancement  of  knowledge,  is,  we  venture  to  think,  all  but  certain. 

It  is  not  intended  that  the  bulletin  shall  supersede  the  catalogue,  but  that  it  shall 
serve  as  a  provisional  hand-list  or  forerunner  of  the  supplement  to  the  general  catalogue 
and  of  the  special  catalogues,  which  are  in  active  preparation. 


2  INTRODUCTORY  NOTE. 

In  this  connection  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  here,  to  offer  some  explanation  of  the 
apparently  unreasonable  delay  which  is  attending  the  issue  of  the  promised  supplement 
to  the  general  author  catalogue. 

It  has  been  said :  "  A  collection  of  books  no  matter  what  may  be  its  size  is  not  of 
necessity  a  library.  Not  until  it  has  been  systematically  arranged  and  thoroughly 
catalogued  can  that  term  properly  be  applied  to  it." 

Much  has  been  done  already  by  means  of  the  printed  author  catalogue,  with  its 
manuscript  supplement,  to  enable  readers  to  make  out,  in  a  general  way,  what  is  in  the 
John  Rylands  Library,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  before  it  can  be  said  that  the 
resources  of  the  library  in  any  department  of  literature  may  be  seen  at  a  glance. 

Here,  as  in  every  other  library  of  any  importance,  there  are  thousands  of  volumes 
that  have  never  been  opened,  because  nobody  knows  they  are  here  for  want  of  a  proper 
analytical  catalogue.  Whereas,  by  the  aid  of  judicious  cataloguing,  these  neglected 
volumes  may  be  opened  up,  and  in  numberless  instances  it  will  be  found  that  they 
disclose  information  which  would  have  been  sought  elsewhere  in  vain,  though  all  the 
time  it  was  so  near  at  hand. 

The  question  may  well  be  asked  :  Why  should  valuable  works  be  buried  and  neglected 
as  they  are  in  so  many  libraries,  for  want  of  adequate  cataloguing,  because  by  an  accident 
of  birth  they  appear  buried  in  the  heart  of  a  volume  with  others  varying  in  im- 
portance, lumped  together  without  any  special  title  pages,  and  disguised  under  some 
misleading  general  title  ? 

The  component  parts  of  the  transactions  and  publications  of  many  of  the  learned 
societies,  or  of  such  composite  works  as :  Historical  Essays  by  Members  of  the  Owens 
College^  Selected  Essays  and  Papers  of  Richard  Copley  Christie,  The  Collected  Papers 
of  Henry  Bradshaw  ;  the  great  historical  collections :  Monumenta  Germaniae  historica, 
Scriptores  rerum  Italicarum,  to  mention  a  few  familiar  titles,  constitute  so  many 
separate  works,  and  in  many  cases  are  of  much  greater  importance  to  the  student  and 
specialist  than  many  of  the  more  imposing  but  less  trustworthy  works  that  are  granted 
space  upon  our  shelves  and  in  our  catalogues. 

Every  item  recovered  from  this  buried  material,  or,  in  other  words,  from  the  thousands 
of  works  which  year  by  year  are  diverted  from  the  natural  stream  of  literature,  because 
they  are  published  as  subordinate  parts  of  other  books,  and  made  readily  accessible  to 
readers  by  means  of  the  catalogue  entry,  is  more  valuable  in  many  cases  than  the 
purchase  of  new  volumes. 

The  desirability  of  getting  at  this  hidden  material  has  never  been  questioned,  but 
the  ability  to  carry  out  the  work  of  disinterment  with  the  limited  resources  at  their 
disposal  has  long  taxed  the  ingenuity  of  librarians. 

Here  is  one  of  the  tasks  we  have  set  ourselves,  and  it  must  serve  as  our  apology  for 
the  delay  in  the  issue  of  the  supplementary  and  other  catalogues  referred  to  above,  for 
such  work,  if  it  is  to  be  of  any  value  to  the  student,  must  be  prepared  with  the  utmost 
care. 

Many  thousands  of  slips  have  been  prepared  already  as  a  result  of  this  analysis, 
these  have  been  arranged  in  cabinets  and  are  accessible  to  readers  for  purposes  of 
reference. 

The  subject  catalogue  is  likewise  in  process  of  construction,  and  many  thousands  of 
cards  have  been  written.  These  also  have  been  arranged  in  cabinets  and  are  accessible 
to  readers,  to  whom  they  should  prove  to  be  of  great  service. 

In  order  to  facilitate  consultation  in  the  list  of  accessions,  which  is  the  real  purpose 
of  this  bulletin,  a  method  of  classification  has  been  adopted,  which  constitutes  the  skeleton 
of  the  scheme  which  is  being  elaborated  for  the  better  arrangement  of  the  books  upon 
the  shelves  of  the  library.  The  object  of  the  scheme  is  to  group  together  the  books  of 
each  subject,  surrounded  by  those  of  other  subjects  which  lead  up  to  it  and  grow  out 
of  it — an  invaluable  aid  to  the  student. 

In  justification  of  the  order  in  which  the  principal  subjects  follow  one  another  in 
our  scheme  of  classification,  it  may  be  necessary  to  explain  that  the  special  character 
impressed  upon  the  library  from  its  foundation  makes  it  inevitable  that  the  first  place  in 
it  should  be  assigned  to  theology  and  philosophy.     Next  to  theology  and  philosophy  the 
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faculty  of  history  will  receive  most  attention,  and  so  history  follows  philosophy,  the 
other  faculties  following  in  the  sequence  shown  in  the  order  of  classification. 

List  of  Periodicals. — The  present  number  contains,  in  addition  to  the  list  of  works 
added  to  the  library  during  the  latter  part  of  1902,  a  list  of  the  periodical  publications 
regularly  received  and  displayed  in  the  periodical  room.  The  list  also  shows  the  extent 
of  the  library  file  of  each  periodical,  and  it  will  be  noticed  that,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
the  library  possesses  a  complete  set  from  its  commencement  of  each  of  the  respective 
publications. 


LIBRARY   NOTES. 

Open  EYenings.— With  a  view  to  make  the  resources  of  the  library  better  known, 
the  Governors  have  decided  to  throw  the  building  open  to  the  public  on  the  second 
Wednesday  evening  of  each  month,  between  the  hours  of  seven  and  nine  o'clock,  when 
an  address  or  lecture  will  be  given  in  the  lecture  room,  commencing  at  half-past  seven. 

The  series  of  lectures  that  is  being  arranged  for  these  open  evenings  will  cover  a 
somewhat  wide  range  of  subjects,  and  is  designed  rather  to  stimulate  an  interest  which 
may  lead  to  further  study,  than  to  furnish  any  detailed  or  exhaustive  treatment.  The 
knowledge  that  a  lecturer  can  hope  to  communicate  directly  in  lectures  of  an  hour's 
duration,  at  intervals  of  a  month,  is  but  insignificant  when  compared  with  what  his 
audience  will  acquire  by  their  own  reading,  if  he  can  only  get  them  interested  in  the 
study.  Therefore  the  object  of  this  scheme  is  to  quicken  or  to  awaken  interest  in  the 
subjects  covered  by  the  lectures,  and  to  direct  attention  to  the  sources  of  information 
thereupon  to  be  found  upon  the  shelves  of  the  library. 

The  first  series  upon  "  Books  and  their  Makers,"  will  deal  with  the  various  methods 
that  have  been  employed  from  the  earliest  times  for  the  preservation  and  transmission 
of  knowledge. 

The  first  of  these  open  evenings  took  place  on  Wednesday,  the  11th  of  March,  with 
an  address  upon  "  The  History  and  Scope  of  the  Library,"  when  much  to  the  gratification 
of  the  Governors  and  the  librarian  between  five  and  six  hundred  people  responded  to  the 
invitation.  This  was  followed  on  the  8th  of  April  by  a  lecture  on  "  Books  before  Printing 
to  the  Classical  Period,"  and  on  the  13th  of  May  by  one  on  "The  Books  of  the  Middle 
Ages  ".     The  subjects  for  the  months  of  June  and  July  will  be  as  follows  : — 

June  10th  :  "  The  Books  of  the  Middle  Ages,"  continued. 

July  8th  :  "The  Block  Prints  and  Books  *'. 

Bibliographical  Demonstrations  for  Students. — Should  the  interest  in  this  new 
departure  be  maintained,  the  Governors  will  be  encouraged  to  continue  their  experiments 
by  arranging  some  bibliographical  demonstrations  for  students,  with  the  object  of  further 
stimulating  interest  in  the  many  valuable  collections  which  the  library  contains,  and  in 
that  way  lay  the  foundations  for  future  study. 

Nothing  will  help  a  student  to  appreciate  the  reality  underlying  the  great  names  in 
the  various  fields  of  literature  like  a  personal  introduction  to  their  works.  Some  slight 
acquaintance  with  an  author's  works,  no  matter  how  fragmentary,  an  occasional  dip  into 
their  writings,  if  only  to  read  the  title  pages,  the  headings  of  the  chapters,  or  a  short 
passage  on  some  subject  having  special  interest  at  the  moment,  will  give  a  sense  of 
personal  acquaintance  with,  or  a  vivid  impression  of,  the  writers,  very  diff^erent  from  the 
mere  shadowy  idea  previously  gathered  from  seeing  their  names  quoted  or  from  hearing 
a  lecture  about  an  author  one  has  never  read  even  in  part. 

After  such  a  glimpse  one  sometimes  feels  impelled,  and  certainly  more  prepared,  to 
gather  up  from  historical  or  biographical  works  more  detailed  information  as  to  the  lives 
and  doctrines  of  those  who  have  left  their  mark  for  all  time. 

The  plan  proposed  is  to  show  all  the  best  editions  of  the  authors  discussed,  and  also 
the  most  authoritative  works  bearing  upon  the  subject,  so  far  as  they  may  be  available  ; 
to  have  extracts  read  so  as  to  place  the  subject  fairly  before  those  present  at  the 
demonstration,  and  give  time  and  opportunity  for  examining  the  various  books  exhibited.

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LIBRARY  NOTES. 
A  REVIEW  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DURING  1903. 

Accessions  to  the  Library. — The  total  accessions  to  the  Library  during  the  year 
1903  were  4,242  volumes,  of  which  2,121  were  received  by  gift  and  2,121  were  obtained 
by  purchase,  making  a  total  of  15,440  volumes  added  to  the  resources  of  the  Library 
since  the  formal  opening  of  the  institution,  which  took  place  on  the  6th  October,  1899. 

The  accessions  by  purchase  during  last  year  may  be  classified  as  follows  :  Theology 
and  Philosophy,  971  volumes ;  History,  666  volumes  ;  Philology,  194  volumes ;  Litera- 
ture, 140  volumes;  Bibliography,  129  volumes;  Fine  Arts,  19  volumes;  and  Natural 
Science,  2  volumes. 

These  accessions  include  many  very  important  works,  of  which  some  are  of  great 
rarity.  Mention  may  be  made  of  the  following  :  Thirty-two  volumes  of  Incunabula, 
most  of  which  were  printed  before  1480,  and  of  several  of  which  no  other  copies  are 
known  to  bibliographers. 

The  collection  of  Bibles  has  been  enriched  by  the  following,  amongst  other  addi- 
tions :  Four  Latin  editions  of  the  fifteenth  century — 1°.  Printed  at  Ulm  by  Johann 
Zainer  in  1480  (the  only  edition  printed  at  Ulm  during  the  fifteenth  century).  2°. 
Printed  by  Octavianus  Scotus  at  Venice  in  1480.  3°.  Printed  by  Johann  Priiss  at 
Strassburg  in  1489.  4°.  Printed  by  Johann  Froben  at  Basle  in  1491  (the  first  Bible 
printed  at  Basle  and  the  first  book  printed  by  Froben).  The  English  Bible  of  1631, 
commonly  known  as  "  the  Wicked  Bible,"  in  consequence  of  a  typographical  error, 
whereby  the  important  word  "  not  "  has  been  omitted  from  the  seventh  commandment. 
The  impression,  said  to  have  consisted  of  1,000  copies,  was  suppressed,  and  a  fine  of 
£300  was  imposed  upon  the  printers  by  Archbishop  Laud,  in  the  High  Commission 
Court.  "  With  part  of  which  fine  Archbishop  Laud  caused  a  fair  Greek  character  to  be 
provided,  for  publishing  such  manuscripts  as  time  and  industry  would  make  ready  for  the 
publia  view,"  says  Heylin.  Prince  Lucien  Bonaparte's  translation  into  the  Labourdin  dia- 
lect of  Basque,  1859-65,  of  which  only  251  copies  were  printed.  It  is  the  only  complete 
translation  of  the  Bible  printed  in  any  of  the  Basque  dialects.  A  copy  of  Le  Nouveau 
Testament,  printed  at  Antwerp,  circa  1538,  of  which  no  record  can  be  found.  The  latest 
bibliographer  of  the  French  Bibles  and  Testaments,  A.  W.  J.  Van  Eys,*  does  not  mention

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this  edition,  and  presumably  has  never  either  seen  it,  or  found  any  reference  to  it.  An 
edition  of  Erasmus's  Latin  Testament,  printed  at  Basle  in  1523,  by  a  printer  named 
Johann  Hervagius,  is  also  unrecorded.  Seven  editions,  printed  in  the  same  year,  are 
recorded  in  the  Bibliotheca  Erasmiana,  Gand,  1893,  but  no  mention  can  anywhere  be 
found  of  an  edition  printed  by  Hervagius. 

The  recently  acquired  copy  oiln  primum  librum  Mose  enarrationes  Martini  Lutheri^ 
1544,  bears  upon  its  title-page  an  inscription  in  Hebrew  and  Latin,  in  the  handwriting  of 
the  author,  presenting  the  book  to  Marc  Crodel,  Rector  of  the  College  of  Torgau.  The 
inscription  is  attested  by  an  eye-witness  in  a  note  on  the  final  leaf  of  the  volume.  Another 
of  Luther's  works,  Enarratio  psalmorum  LI,  ...  &  cxxx.  .  .  .,  1538,  likewise  an  edition 
of  Quintilian,  printed  in  1514,  contain  numerous  manuscript  notes  by  Philip  Melanchthon. 
Of  the  works  of  other  reformers  may  be  mentioned  the  first  printed  edition  of  William 
Tyndale's  Brief e  declaration  of  the  sacraments,  1550.  An  exposycyon  vpo  the  F.,  VI.  and 
VII.  chapiters  of  Mathewe  [1530  ?],  also  by  Tyndale.  George  Joye's  A  present  consolacion 
for  the  sufferers  of  persecucion  for  ryghtwysenes,  1544,  and  his  Exposicion  of  Daniel  the 
Prophete  .  .  .,  1545.  The  former  of  the  two  was  probably  printed  at  Wesel,  whence 
Joye  fled  in  1542,  to  escape  the  tide  of  persecution  which  was  rising  again  in  this 
country.  He  afterwards  removed  to  Geneva,  and  there  published  his  Exposition  of 
Daniel,  which  was  compiled  from  various  sources. 

In  ecclesiastical  history  several  most  important  additions  have  been  made  :  Wadding, 
Annales  minorum  seu  trium  ordinum  a  S.  Francisco  institutorum,  Romae,  1731-86,  28 
vols.,  folio.  Le  Paige,  Bibliotheca  Praemonstratensis  ordinis,  Parisiis,  1633,  folio.  Hugo, 
Sacri  et  canonici  ordinis  Praemonstratensis  annales  .  .  .,  Nanceii,  1734-36,  2  vols.,  folio. 
Bullarium  Franciscanum  Romanorum  pontificum  .  .  .,  Romae,  1759-1902,  7  vols.,  folio. 
Rodulphus,  Historiarum  seraphicae  religionis  libri  3  .  .  .,  Venetiis,  1686,  folio,  etc. 

In  the  section  of  French  history  an  interesting  collection  of  works  on  Limousin  will 
be  found  in  the  present  list.

An  edition  of  the  Breslau  Missal 
was  printed  in  the  same  year,  at  the  same  press,  of  which  two  copies  are  known  to  exist, 
but  of  the  1499  edition  of  the  Mainz  Missal  no  other  copy  seems  to  be  known.  The 
Book  of  Common  Order,  Middleburgh,  1602.  The  first  Latin  edition  of  Henry  VIII.'s 
Institution  of  a  Christian  Man,  1544.  The  first  edition  of  Richard  Baxter's  Saints^ 
Everlasting  Rest,  1650.  A  collection  of  the  genealogies  privately  printed  by  Sir  Thomas 
Phillipps  at  the  Middle  Hill  and  other  presses.  Hennepin's  New  Discovery  of  a  Vast 
Country  in  America,  1698.  A  large  collection  of  works  upon  the  study  of  Greek  and 
Latin  palaeography,  etc.,  etc. 

Gifts  to  the  Library. — The  list  of  donors  during  the  year  contains  forty-one  names, 
as  compared  with  sixteen  last  year,  figures  which  furnish  a  fair  measure  of  the  growth  of 
interest  in  the  Library.  The  most  considerable  gift  is  due  to  the  continued  generosity 
of  the  founder,  and  amounts  to  2,035  volumes.  It  comprises  a  remarkable  collection  of 
works,  numbering  nearly  2,000  volumes,  upon  comparative  religion,  the  occult  sciences, 
mysticism,  theosophy,  spiritualism,  faith-healing  in  its  various  phases,  and  kindred  subjects, 
and  includes  sets  of  the  works  of  Thomas  Taylor,  the  Platonist,  Madame  Blavatsky,  Mrs. 
Besant,  as  well  as  complete  sets  of  such  periodicals  as  :  The  Banner  of  Light,  Lucifer, 
The  Medium,  The  Two  Worlds,  Theosophical  Siftings,  The  Spiritualist,  The  Theosophist, 
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The  Spiritual  Magazine^  Human  Nature,  The  Herald  of  Progress,  The  Weekly  Sun,  The 
Philosophical  journal,  etc.  The  collection  formed  part  of  the  library  of  the  late  Mr. 
Joseph  Whitehead,  of  Hollinwood,  to  the  formation  of  which  he  devoted  between  sixty 
and  seventy  years.  The  collection  would  have  been  dispersed  but  for  the  timely  and 
generous  offer  of  Mrs.  Rylands  to  purchase  it  for  the  Library,  and  so  avert  what  would 
have  been  a  great  disaster.  In  addition  to  the  2,035  volumes  referred  to  in  the  list,  Mrs. 
Rylands  has  presented  to  the  Library  a  magnificent  set  of  Turner's  Liber  Studiorum, 
the  impressions  of  the  plates  being  in  the  finest  possible  state.  Also  a  very  early  map  of 
the  world,  which  is  copied  from  a  metal  map,  preserved  in  Cardinal  Stephen  Borgia's 
Museum,  formerly  at  Velletri,  now  at  Rome.  The  original  map,  executed  in  niello  work 
on  copper,  bears  no  date,  but  must  have  been  pxecuted,  it  is  thought,  between  1401  and 
1453,  probably  about  1410,  since  the  conflict  at  Ancyra,  in  which  Bajazet  was  besieged 
by  Tamerlane  in  1401,  is  mentioned  in  one  of  the  many  inscriptions,  whilst  at  Con- 
stantinople no  inscription  notices  the  capture  of  this  city  by  the  Turks  in  1453,  The 
copy  presented  by  Mrs.  Rylands  is  probably  the  oldest  known  printed  map  of  the  world. 
A  fuller  description  of  the  map  will  be  given  in  a  subsequent  issue  of  the  Bulletin.

Works  on  the  Study  of  Palaeography. — With  a  view  to  provide  for  the  wider 
interest  in  the  study  of  Greek  and  Latin  palaeography,  which  may  be  looked  for  as  a 
result  of  the  recently  formed  class  in  Latin  palaeography  in  connection  with  Owens 
College,  it  was  found  desirable  to  considerably  strengthen  the  library  collection  of  works 
bearing  upon  the  subject.  This  has  been  done,  and  the  present  Bulletin  contains  a  list 
of  the  most  important  works  bearing  upon  the  study  of  Greek  and  Latin  palaeography 
and  diplomatic  which  may  be  consulted  in  the  John  Rylands  Library. 

Library  Lectures. — The  monthly  lectures  that  have  been  given  in  the  Conference 
Room  during  the  evenings  of  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month,  when  the  building 
is  thrown  open  to  the  public,  have  been  followed  with  much  interest — an  interest  which 
was  sustained  throughout  the  year.  With  one  exception  the  lectures  have  dealt  with 
"  The  Evolution  of  Books,"  and  were  designed  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  Library,  by 
directing  attention  to  the  available  sources  of  information  upon  the  subjects  dealt  with. 
The  one  exception  was  a  lecture  by  Professor  A.  S.  Peake,  one  of  the  Governors  of  the 
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Library,  upon  "  The  Movement  of  Old  Testament  Scholarship  in  the  Nineteenth  Cen- 
tury," which  was  delivered  on  the  11th  November.  The  lecture  was  followed  with 
intense  interest  from  beginning  to  end. 

The  value  of  and  interest  in  the  lecture  were  considerably  enhanced  by  the  distribu- 
tion of  a  printed  synopsis,  in  which  the  leading  dates  on  Pentateuch  criticism,  with 
which  the  lecturer  dealt,  were  clearly  set  out.  This  synopsis,  prepared  by  Professor 
Peake  at  some  cost  of  time  and  thought,  is  of  more  than  passing  interest,  and  is  deserving 
of  much  wider  circulation  than  it  was  possible  to  give  it  on  the  occasion  of  the  lecture. 
We  have  decided,  therefore,  to  give  it  permanence  by  reprinting  it  in  the  present  issue 
of  the  Bulletin. 

Special  exhibitions  were  arranged  in  the  Library  in  connection  with  each  lecture, 
which  gave  to  them  the  added  character  of  demonstrations.  These  open  evenings  are 
being  continued  throughout  the  present  year. 

Use  of  the  Library. — Much  more  serious  use  has  been  made  of  the  Library  during 
the  year  under  review  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  wider  know- 
ledge of  the  resources  of  the  Library  has  brought  a  correspondingly  large  attendance  of 
readers.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  the  students  from  the  Victoria  University  and  from  the 
various  theological  training  colleges,  in  increasing  numbers,  making  regular  use  of  the 
provision  made  for  them.  Many  students  from  considerable  distances  have  also  been 
attracted  by  our  collections,  and  have  taken  occasion  to  acknowledge,  with  appreciation, 
the  advantages  they  have  derived  through  their  visits  to  a  library  offering  such  great 
facilities  for  earnest  and  quiet  study. 


THE   MOVEMENT  OF  OLD   TESTAMENT   SCHOLARSHIP 
IN    THE    NINETEENTH    CENTURY. 

SOME   LEADING   DATES    IN    PENTATEUCH    CRITICISM.* 
By  a.  S.  PEAKE,  M.A. 

Astruc  (Jean).     Conjectures  sur  les  m^moires  originaux  dont  il  paroit  que  Moyse  s'est  servi  pour 

composer  le  livre  de  la  Genfese. 

Bruxelles,  1753. 

The  criticism  of  the  Pentateuch  had  already  reached  some  results  through  the  observations  of 
Ibn  Ezra,  Hobbes,  Spinoza,  Simon,  Le  Clerc  and  others.  Astruc,  however,  first  pointed  out  a  clue, 
in  the  use  of  the  Divine  names,  Yahweh  and  Eiohim,  by  which  Genesis  could  be  analysed  into  its 
constituent  documents.  His  analysis  stopped  with  Ex.  2,  and  he  regarded  Moses  as  the  author  of  the 
Pentateuch. 

Eichhorn  (J.  G.).     Einleitung  in  das  Alte  Testament. 

Leipzig,  1780—1783. 

The  first  great  critical  Introduction  to  the  Old  Testament.  In  Pentateuch  criticism  the  results 
agreed  independently  with  those  of  Astruc,  and  the  Pentateuch  was  assigned  to  Moses.  The  work 
exercised  immense  influence  on  opinion  in  Germany.  The  author  was  the  friend  of  Goethe  and 
Herder,  and  the  teacher  of  Ewald. 

Geddes  (A.).    The  Holy  Bible,  or  the  Books  accounted  sacred  by  Jews  and  Christians,  faithfully 

translated  from  corrected  texts  of  the  originals,  with  various  readings,  explanatory  notes,  and 

critical  remarks. 

London,  (Vol.  1.),  1792 ;  (Vol  II.),  1797. 

Critical  Remarks  on  the  Hebrew  Scriptures,  corresponding  with  a  new  translation  of  the 

Bible. 

London,  1800. 

The  author  was  a  very  learned  Roman  Catholic  priest.  He  did  not  accept  the  view  of  Astruc 
and  Eichhorn  that  Genesis  was  compiled  out  of  two  main  documents.  He  also  denied  the  Mosaic 
authorship  of  the  Pentateuch,  regarding  it  as  written  not  earlier  than  the  reign  of  David,  nor  later 
than  that  of  Hezekiah,  probably  in  the  reign  of  Solomon.  But  he  held  that  it  was  compiled  out  of 
ancient  documents  or  oral  traditions,  and  incorporated  the  journals  of  Moses.  He  thought  Joshua 
was  compiled  by  the  authors  of  the  Pentateuch,  thus  anticipating  the  later  substitution  of  Hexateuch 
for  Pentateuch. 

Vater  (J.  S.).    Commentar  iiber  den  Pentateuch. 

Halle,  1802—1805. 

Vater  incorporated  Geddes'  •'  Critical  Remarks  "  in  his  commentary  and  expanded  them.  The 
"  Geddes-Vater  hypothesis  "  is  a  "  fragment-hypothesis,"  making  the  Pentateuch  consist  of  a  large 
number  of  disconnected  fragments.  In  detecting  evidences  for  this  view  Vater  displayed  a  very  keen 
vision,  but  failed  to  combine  the  fragments  into  larger  wholes.

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Ilgen  (B.  D.).  Die  Urkunden  des  Jerusalemischen  Tempelarchivs  in  ihrer  Urgestalt,  als  Beytrag  zur 
Berichtigung  der  Geschichte  der  Religion  und  Politik  aus  dem  Hebraischen  mit  kritischen 
und  erklarenden  Anmerkungen,  auch  mancherley  dazu  gehorigen  Abhandlungen.

Halle,  1798. 
The  work  investigates  the  composition  of  Genesis.  Ilgen  thought  it  was  composed  of  seventeen 
originally  distinct  documents.  On  this  side  he  joins  hands  with  Geddes  and  Vater.  On  the  other  side 
he  admitted  the  use  of  the  Divine  names  as  a  clue  to  the  analysis,  and  regarded  the  seventeen  docu- 
ments as  the  work  of  possibly  not  more  than  three  writers.  His  great  advance  on  Astruc  and  Eichhorn 
lay  in  the  discovery  that  two  writers  used  Elohim.     The  second  part  of  the  work  was  never  published. 

De  Wette  (W.  M.  L.).     Beitrage  zur  Einleitung  in  das  Alte  Testament. 

Halle,  1806—1807. 
Small  but  very  brilliant  youthful  work.  Its  chief  contributions  were  perhaps  the  attempt  to 
trace  the  development  of  the  Pentateuchal  legislation  by  comparing  the  various  codes  with  the  history 
of  religious  institutions  in  Judges,  Samuel  and  Kings,  the  unfavourable  verdict  on  the  historical  value 
of  Chronicles,  and  the  dating  of  Deuteronomy  in  the  reign  of  Josiah.  Later,  among  other  important 
Biblical  works  he  published  an  Old  Testament  Introduction,  but  scarcely  fulfilled  the  expectations 
excited  by  his  first  book. 

Reuss  (E.  W.  E.). 

In  his  lecture  room  at  Strassburg,  Reuss  propounded  in  1833  views  which  he  did  not  venture  to 
publish,  as  they  were  so  opposed  to  the  usual  critical  opinions.  He  argued  that  the  true  chronological 
order  was  Prophets,  Law,  Psalms,  which  roughly  expresses  the  dominant  modern  view.  The  most 
important  feature  of  the  criticism  was  that  he  made  the  priestly  legislation  later  than  Deuteronomy. 
Graf  and  Kayser  were  his  pupils. 

Vatke  (Wilhelm).     Die  biblische  Theologie  wissenschaftlich  dargestellt.     Band  I. 

Berlin,  1835. 

This  volume  contains  the  first  part  of  the  Old  Testament  portion  of  the  work.  No  more  was 
published.  It  was  masterly  in  its  grasp  and  method,  but  remained  long  without  effect,  since  many 
were  repelled  by  its  Hegelian  dialect  and  others  found  its  conclusions  too  revolutionary.  Vatke 
enunciated  the  now  generally  accepted  view  that  the  priestly  legislation  was  later  than  Deuteronomy. 
He  reached  his  conclusions  through  an  investigation  of  the  history  of  religious  institutions,  and  has 
thus  exercised  on  Wellhausen  a  more  powerful  influence  than  any  other  scholar. 

George  (J.  F.  L.).     Die  alteren  judischen  Feste  mit  einer  Kritik  der  Gesetzgebung  des  Pentateuch. 

Berlin,  1835. 
Also  by  a  Hegelian,  and  -  reached  results  similar  to  Vatke's.     It  was  equally  without  effect,  the 
prejudice  among  critics  against  the  date  assigned  to  the  priestly  legislation  being  for  many  years  too 
violent. 

Ewald  (G.  H.  A.  von).    Geschichte  des  Volkes  Israel  [ist  edition]. 

Gottingen,  1843—1852. 

A  work  of  great  genius  and  enormous  learning.  Ewald  dominated  the  Old  Testament  scholarship 
of  his  time,  and  while  he  largely  agreed  with  the  literary  analysis  of  the  Pentateuch  as  now  generally 
accepted,  he  violently  and  scornfully  opposed  the  views  of  Vatke  and  regarded  the  Book  of  Origins,  i.e., 
the  Priestly  Document,  as  the  earliest,  and  Deuteronomy  as  the  latest  document.  Among  his  pupils 
were  Dillmann,  Noldeke,  Schrader  and  Wellhausen. 

Hupfeld  (H.  C.  C.  F.).     Die  Quellen  der  Genesis  und  die  Art  ihrer  Zusammensetzung. 

Berlin,  1853. 

Completed  the  literary  analysis  of  Genesis  in  its  main  lines,  and  is  chiefly  important  for  its 

discovery,  anticipated  by  Ilgen,  that  two  writers  (now  commonly  known  by  the  symbols  P.  and  E.) 

used  Elohim  as  a  proper  name.    As  to  the  order  of  the  documents,  Hupfeld  occupied  much  the  same 

position  as  Ewald. 

Colenso  (Bp.  J.  W.).    The  Pentateuch  and  Book  of  Joshua  critically  examined.    Part  I. 

London,  1862. 

Colenso  did  not  concern  himself  in  this  part  with  literary  analysis,  but  with  the  historicity  of  the 

events  narrated.    The  significance  of  his  work  lay  in  this,  that  while  he  acquiesced  in  the  current  view 

that  the  Priestly  Document  was  the  oldest,  the  narratives  against  the  historicity  of  which  he  argued 
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nearly  all  belonged  to  it.  He  failed  to  draw  the  inference  that  the  least  historical  was  likely  to  be  the 
latest.  The  belief  in  its  antiquity  rested  largely  on  the  impression  of  accuracy  derived  from  its  wealth 
of  minute  detail.  Colenso  influenced  Kuenen,  among  others,  by  his  contention  that  the  detail  was 
wholly  inaccurate. 

Graf  (B.  H.).    Die  geschichtlichen  Biicher  des  Alten  Testaments.    Zwei  historischkritische  Unter- 

suchungen. 

Leipzig,  1865. 

Of  epoch-making  importance.  It  revived  the  view  of  Vatke  and  George  that  the  priestly  legislation 
was  later  than  Deuteronomy.  But  unfortunately  Graf  admitted  that  the  priestly  narratives  were 
early,  and  thus  committed  himself  to  an  untenable  division  of  the  Priestly  Document.  Kuenen  ac- 
cepted Graf's  proof  that  the  legislation  was  late,  but  since  he  was  convinced  that  the  laws  and  the 
narratives  must  go  together,  he  made  the  whole  Priestly  Document  late.  Graf  admitted  the  validity 
of  Kuenen's  argument,  and  thus  "  the  Grafian  theory "  received  its  final  form,  and  the  Pentateuch 
problem  was  stated  and  solved  in  the  now  generally  accepted  way. 

Noldeke  (Theodor).     Untersuchung^n  zur  Kritik  des  Alten  Testamentes. 

Kiel,  1869. 

The  first  essay  on  the  so-called  Grundschrift  of  the  Pentateuch  sketches  in  a  masterly  way  the 
characteristics  of  the  Priestly  Document,  and  defines  its  limits,  carrying  to  completion  the  argument 
initiated  by  Colenso.  While  admitting  that  it  might  not  be  the  earliest  document,  he  rejected  the 
Grafian  theory,  and  argued  that  it  must  be  earlier  than  Deuteronomy,  largely  on  the  ground  that  the 
post-exilic  period  could  not  have  produced  such  a  work. 

Kuenen  (Abraham).     De  Godsdienst  van  Israel. 

Haarlem,  1869—1870. 

In  the  first  edition  of  his  Introduction  to  the  O.T.  (1861 — 1865)  Kuenen,  while  accepting  the  usual 
critical  view,  as  represented,  e.g.,  by  Ewald,  felt  obliged  to  make  some  modifications  in  it  which  led 
towards  the  Grafian  view.  In  this  work  on  The  Religion  of  Israel,  the  theory  supplied  the  critical 
foundation  for  his  history  of  the  religion.  The  purely  critical  investigation  was  carried  forward  in  a 
series  of  brilliant  articles  in  the  Theologisch  Tijdschrift,  and  the  second  edition  of  his  great  Introduction 
to  the  Old  Testament ;  the  part  dealing  with  the  Hexateuch  was  published  in  1885  and  translated  into 
English  in  1886. 

Duhm  (Bernhard).      Die  Theologie  der  Propheten  als  Grundlage  fiir  die  innere   Entwicklungs- 

geschichte  der  Israelitischen  Religion. 

Bonn,  1875. 

Till  the  publication  of  this  work  German  scholarship  had  been  practically  solid  against  the 
Grafians.  Duhm  "  broke  the  consensus  of  German  critics"  (Kuenen).  He  argued  that  prophecy  did 
not  presuppose  the  Law,  but  on  the  contrary  Deuteronomy  and  the  Priestly  Code  alike  presuppose  the 
prophets. 

Wellhausen  (Julius).    Die  Composition  des  Hexateuchs. 

Berlin,  1876—1877. 

Geschichte  Israels.     Band  I. 

Berlin,  1878. 

The  former  is  the  title  of  a  series  of  articles  in  the  yahrhucher  fi'ir  deiitsche  Theologie  (reprinted  in 
1885  and  with  additions  in  1889).  It  dealt  mainly  with  analysis,  but  made  clear  his  acceptance  of  the 
Grafian  theory.  This  was  finally  established  as  the  dominant  critical  theory  by  the  latter  work, 
published  in  later  editions  under  the  title  Prolegomena  to  the  History  of  Israel.  The  chief  critics 
who  have  refused  to  accept  it  are  Dillmann,  Kittel  and  Baudissin. 
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The  origin  and  progress  of  writing,  as  well  hieroglyhic  as  elementary,  illustrated  by  examples 
taken  from  marbles,  manuscripts  and  charters,  .  .  .  also  some  account  of  the  origin  and  progress 
of  printing.

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LIBRARY  NOTES. 
A  REVIEW  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DURING  1904. 

Accessions  to  the  Library. — 2,480  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  shelves  of  the 
Library  during  the  year,  of  which  2,271  were  obtained  by  purchase,  and  209  were  re- 
ceived by  gift.  During  the  five  years  that  have  elapsed  since  the  Council  of  Governors 
entered  upon  its  duties,  17,920  volumes  have  been  acquired,  and  thus  the  total  contents 
of  the  Library  has  been  raised  to  upwards  of  90,000  volumes. 

The  accessions  may  be  classified  as  follows:  Theology  and  Philosophy,  1,332 
volumes;  History,  489  volumes;  Philology,  124  volumes;  Bibliography,  217  volumes; 
Literature,  276  volumes  ;  Fine  Arts,  38  volumes ;  Social  Science,  4  volumes. 

These  accessions  comprise  many  important  works,  of  which  mention  can  only  be 
made  of  a  few  :  Fifty-five  works  printed  before  1500,  including  several  examples  of 
types  and  presses  not  hitherto  represented  in  the  Library  collection.  An  unrecorded 
edition  of  the  Wratislau  or  Breslau  Missal^  printed  at  Cologne  in  1499.  An  almost 
equally  rare  copy  of  St.  Bonaventura's  Biblia  Pauperum,  printed  at  Venice  in  1479. 
Breviarium  Romamun,  Venice,  1482.  Missale  Frisingense,  Munich,  1579.  Two  Latin 
Bibles  of  1484  and  1492.  The  rare  1559  edition  of  Beza's  Greek  and  Latin  Testament, 
by  some  authorities  said  to  be  spurious.  The  1640  Amsterdam  edition  of  the  Genevan 
Bible.  The  Sarum  Primer  of  1546.  A  number  of  the  original  works  of  Luther, 
Cochlaeus,  Savonarola,  and  other  prominent  figures  of  the  Reformation.  Two  hundred 
tracts  dealing  with  the  Popish  Plot.  One  hundred  and  sixty  works  written  by  English 
Roman  Catholics,  and  printed  either  abroad  or  at  secret  presses  during  the  penal  times. 
Forty  works  dealing  with  the  Benedictine  and  other  religious  orders.  One  hundred  and 
forty  volumes  dealing  with  the  early  history  of  Congregationalism  and  other  Church 
history  in  New  England.  Hugo's  Sacri  et  canonici  ordinis  Prcemonstratensis  annates , 
1734-36.  Lobineau's  Histoire  de  Bretagne,  1707.  A  number  of  works  upon  Oriental 
religions  and  the  Jesuit  and  other  missions  of  the  East,  from  Bishop  Medlicott's  library. 
Thirty-four  volumes  from  Bodoni's  famous  eighteenth-century  press  at  Parma.  Walther's 
Lexicon  Diplomaticum,  1756,  etc. 

Gifts  to  the  Library. — The  list  of  donors  to  the  Library  during  1904  contains  forty- 
seven  names,  as  compared  with  forty  in  1903  and  sixteen  in  1902,  which  may  be  taken  as 
an  indication  of  the  constantly  growing  interest  in  the  institution.  The  most  consider- 
able gift,  as  usual,  is  due  to  the  continued  generosity  of  Mrs.  Rylands.     It  comprises  a 
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collection  of  Bibles  and  other  works  bearing  upon  the  history  of  the  English  Bible, 
which,  though  not  large,  is  of  exceptional  interest.  It  includes  the  September  issue  of 
Luther's  first  edition  of  the  New  Testament  in  German,  containing  Cranach's  illustra- 
tions to  the  Apocalypse,  in  which  the  Beast  and  the  Scarlet  Woman  are  represented 
as  wearing  the  tiara.  This  issue  was  rigorously  suppressed,  and  in  December  of  the 
same  year  a  second  issue  appeared  in  which  the  objectionable  pictures  were  cancelled, 
and  the  triple  crown  was  replaced  by  an  ordinary  crown.  A  copy  of  this  second  issue  is 
also  in  the  Library.  The  only  known  copy  of  the  octavo  edition  of  Taverner's  revision 
of  Tyndale's  New  Testament,  1539.  Fourteen  other  early  editions  of  Tyndale's  and 
Coverdale's  Testaments  ;  a  number  of  the  original  editions  of  the  works  of  Tyndale  and 
of  his  contemporaries;  and  several  other  important  additions  to  the  Library  collection 
of  Greek  and  Latin  Bibles. 

The  donor  who  wishes  to  be  described  as  "  A  Friend  "  has  presented  to  the  Library 
a  number  of  pamphlets,  which  it  would  have  been  extremely  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
to  procure  in  any  other  way.

The  Use  of  the  Library. — It  becomes  increasingly  difficult  as  the  years  go  on  to 
say  anything  which  has  not  been  said  before  regarding  the  use  made  of  the  Library  by 
readers.  This  may  be  said,  however,  that  as  the  number  of  lacunae  on  the  shelves  of 
the  Library  has  diminished,  so  the  power  of  serving  readers  has  been  proportionately 
increased.  That  this  has  been  appreciated  is  shown  by  the  steadily  increasing  number 
of  students,  from  far  as  well  as  from  near,  who  make  regular  use  of  the  Library. 

Bible  Exhibition. — On  the  occasion  of  the  centenary  celebration  of  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  it  was  felt  that  a  fitting  opportunity  was  offered  for  display- 
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ing  to  the  public  the  richness  of  the  collection  of  English  Bibles  possessed  by  the 
Library.  An  exhibition  was  forthwith  arranged,  to  illustrate  the  history  of  the  English 
Bible  from  Wiclif  to  the  present  time,  and  a  little  descriptive  catalogue  was  printed. 
The  interest  of  the  exhibition  was  enhanced  by  His  Majesty  the  King's  gracious  act  in 
lending  for  this  occasion  General  Gordon's  Bible,  and  by  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Rylands  in 
lending  Queen  Elizabeth's  Bible  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  exhibition  remained  open  for  four  months,  during  which  time  upwards  of  20,000 
persons  visited  the  Library,  and  6,000  copies  of  the  catalogue  were  distributed. 

Library  Lectures. — With  the  object  of  directing  attention  to  the  Bibles  exhibited, 
and  also  of  stimulating  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Bible  Society,  four  lectures  on  the 
history  of  the  English  Bible  were  delivered  in  the  Lecture  Room  to  crowded  audiences ; 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  learn  from  the  authorities  of  the  Society  that  these  lectures, 
together  with  the  exhibition,  contributed  largely  to  the  success  of  the  celebration  in 
Manchester  and  the  district. 

In  the  month  of  October  Professor  Caspar  Rene  Gregory,  of  Leipzig,  visited 
Manchester  to  examine  the  Crawford  Greek  Manuscripts  which  were  placed  at  his 
disposal  by  Mrs.  Rylands.  So  delighted  was  Professor  Gregory  with  the  facilities  for 
study  and  research  which  he  found  in  "  commercial  Manchester,"  and  with  the  work 
that  the  Library  was  doing,  that  he  generously  offered  to  show  his  appreciation  by 
giving  a  public  lecture,  with  the  result  that,  on  the  19th  October,  he  delivered  a  most 
instructive  lecture  on  "The  Bible  in  the  Ancient  Greek  Church"  to  a  large  and 
enthusiastic  audience.  The  lecture  was  illustrated  by  manuscripts  and  other  objects 
from  the  Library  collections,  and  thus  partook  of  the  character  of  a  demonstration. 

Since  Professor  Gregory's  return  to  Leipzig  he  has  written  to  renew  his  expressions 
of  appreciation  of  the  work  that  the  Library  is  doing.  These  are  his  words  :**...! 
have  had  it  on  my  mind  to  express  to  you  my  happiness  at  knowing  that  there  is 
in  Manchester  such  an  institution  as  the  John  Rylands  Library.  The  astounding 
amount  of  most  valuable  material  in  so  young  a  library  has  excited  my  admiration,  and 
I  await  with  interest  the  development  and  publication  of  your  treasures.  The  best  of  it 
is  that  you  are  not  at  the  end,  that  you  are  daily  adding  to  those  stores,  which  will 
compel  scientific  men  to  go.  to  commercial  Manchester  for  their  researches.  .  .  .  May 
Manchester  daily  delight  more  and  more  in  its  centre  of  learning  and  research  in  the 
John  Rylands  Library." 

Educational  Visits  to  the  Library. — A  large  number  of  organised  visits  have 
been  paid  by  parties  of  senior  scholars  from  high  schools  and  other  secondary  schools, 
by  teachers  from  elementary  schools,  and  by  pupil-teachers  from  the  various  pupil- 
teachers'  centres.  To  most  of  the  parties  demonstrations  were  given  upon  some  pre- 
arranged subject  or  section  of  the  Library,  calculated  to  help  them  in  their  studies,  or  to 
stimulate  interest  in  the  Library,  as  well  as  in  literature  in  general.  The  object  of  these 
visits  is  to  draw  the  schools  and  colleges  into  closer  relationship  with  the  Library,  that 
it  may  achieve  a  fuller  measure  of  usefulness. 

Other  Visits. — Arrangements  were  also  made  from  time  to  time  throughout  the 
year  to  enable  members  of  literary  societies,  reading  circles,  and  kindred  institutions,  as 
well  as  bodies  of  working  men,  to  visit  the  Library  during  the  evening.  Addresses  were 
given  upon  a  variety  of  subjects,  designed  to  open  out  the  resources  and  the  possibilities 
of  usefulness  that  such  a  library  offers  to  the  humbler  student,  as  well  as  to  the  ripe 
scholar,  with  most  encouraging  results.

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LIBRARY  NOTES. 

Accessions  to  the  Library. — 8,926  volumes  were  added  to  the  Library  during  the 
year  1905,' of  which  3,644  volumes  were  obtained  by  purchase,  and  5,282  were  received 
by  gift.  They  may  be  classified  as  follows:  Theology  and  Philosophy,  2,158  volumes; 
History,  1,144  volumes;  Philology,  156  volumes;  Bibliography,  259  volumes;  Litera- 
ture, 5,167  volumes;  Fine  Arts,  and  other  classes,  42  volumes. 

The  Library  now  contains  upwards  of  100,000  volumes,  of  which  nearly  30,000 
volumes  have  been  acquired,  either  by  purchase  or  gift,  since  the  Library  was  first 
opened  to  readers  on  the  1st  January,  1900. 

The  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  year  under  review  include  many  works  of 
great  interest  and  importance.  Specific  mention  can  only  be  made  of  a  few:  " Biblia 
latinay  Venetiis  :  per  Leonardum  vuild  de  Ratisbona  expensis  Nicolai  de  franc kf or dia, 
1478.

Gifts  to  the  Library. — The  list  of  donors  to  the  Library  during  1905  contains  forty- 
two  names.  The  most  considerable  gift,  as  usual,  is  due  to  the  continued  generosity 
of  Mrs.  Rylands.  It  comprises  a  collection  of  Dante  literature,  numbering  about  five 
thousand  volumes.  The  collection  was  formed  by  Count  Passerini,  of  Florence,  the 
eminent  Dante  scholar.  It  is  rich  in  early  editions  of  the  original  text,  and,  together 
with  the  copies  of  the  earliest  printed  editions,  which  were  formerly  the  property  of  Earl 
Spencer,  gives  to  the  Library  the  distinction  of  possessing  a  collection  of  the  Divina 
Commedia  which  is  almost  unrivalled.  The  section  of  works  upon  Dante  is  of  unusual 
mterest,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  consists  mainly  of  copies  of  monographs  presented 
to  Count  Passerini,  and  bearing  the  autographs  of  the  writers.  It  is  impossible  to  give 
an  adequate  idea  of  the  richness  of  the  collection  in  a  brief  paragraph  like  the  present, 
but  in  due  course  a  catalogue  will  be  prepared  and  issued,  which  will  enable  the  Dante 
scholar,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  to  appreciate  the  value  and  importance  of  the  gift. 

In  the  meantime,  an  exhibition  is  being  arranged,  with  the  object  of  showing  to 
readers,  and  to  the  public  generally,  some  of  the  famous  editions  of  Dante's  masterpiece, 
in  which  the  Library  is  now  so  rich.  A  small  descriptive  catalogue  of  this  exhibition  is 
in  preparation,  for  distribution  to  those  interested  in  the  subject,  when  the  exhibition  is 
opened. 

The  donor  who  wishes  to  be  known  as  "  A  Friend "  has  continued  to  show  his 
interest  in  the  institution,  by  presenting  during  the  year  forty  volumes  of  real  utility  to 
students.

Facsimiles  of  Unique  and  Rare  Works. — It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge 
amongst  students  of  literature,  art,  bibliography,  and  typography,  that  the  John  Rylands 
Library  contains  a  number  of  works  which  are  of  considerable  interest  and  importance 
on  account  of  their  extreme  rarity. 

Hitherto,  many  of  these  rarities  have  been  accessible  to  students  only  in  Man- 
chester, because  the  only  known  copies  are  preserved  in  the  John  Rylands  Library. 
The  result  has  been,  that  in  many  cases,  important  pieces  of  bibliographical  and  other 
literary  investigation  have  had  to  be  laid  aside,  and  publication  delayed,  through  the 
inability  of  the  respective  workers  in  distant  parts  of  Great  Britain,  as  well  as  in  France, 
Germany,  and  America,  to  journey  to  Manchester  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  only 
known  copy  of  the  work,  which  is  likely  to  contribute  to  the  full  elucidation  of  their 
subject. 

Could  these  workers  have  had  access  to  faithful  reproductions  of  the  coveted 
volumes,  in  the  majority  of  cases  their  purpose  would  have  been  served,  and  they  would 
have  been  assisted  materially  in  their  investigations. 

With  the  object  of  lending  encouragement  to  research  work  of  this  character,  and 
also  of  directing  attention  to  the  treasures  of  the  library,  the  Governors  have  decided  to 
commence  the  publication  of  a  series  of  facsimile  reproductions  of  some  of  the  more 
interesting  and  important  of  these  unique  and  rarer  books  and  prints. 

The  series  will  be  known  as:  "The  John  Rylands  Facsimiles". 

The  work  of  reproduction  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Photographic  and  Printing 
Crafts  Department  of  the  Manchester  School  of  Technology.  The  aim  will  be  to  secure 
a  faithful  reproduction,  minutely  accurate  as  to  size,  by  the  best  photographic  processes, 
and  to  judge  by  the  work  already  executed  by  the  School,  we  have  every  confidence 
in  believing  that  the  results  will  justify  our  most  favourable  anticipations. 

To  each  volume  a  bibliographical  introduction  will  be  prefixed. 

The  edition  of  each  work  will  be  limited  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  copies,  unless 
otherwise  stated.  Of  these  one  hundred  copies  will  be  reserved  for  distribution  to  the 
principal  libraries  of  the  world.  The  remainder  will  be  offered  for  sale  at  a  price 
calculated  to  cover  the  cost  of  reproduction.  It  is  not  yet  possible  to  make  a  definite 
announcement  as  to  the  price,  but  it  is  unlikely  that  the  cost  of  the  five  smaller  works 
will  exceed  five  shillings  each. 

The  agents  for  the  sale  of  the  volumes  will  be  Messrs.  Sherratt  &  Hughes,  at  the 
University  Press,  27  St.  Ann  Street,  Manchester,  to  whom  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 
early  application  for  copies.     Preference  will  be  given  to  subscribers  for  the  whole  series. 

It  is  proposed  to  publish  the  first  seven  works  in  the  course  of  the  present  year.  Two 
or  three  volumes  will  be  ready  for  delivery  shortly. 

The  volumes  will  make  their  appearance  in  the  order  of  the  following  list.

This  "  proposition  "  is  an  oration,  pronounced  by  John   Russell,  Garter  King  of 

Arms,  on  the  investiture  of  Charles,  Duke  of  Burgundy,  with  the  Order  of  the  Garter,  in 

February,  1469,  at  Ghent. 

The  tract  consists  of  four  printed  leaves,  without  title  page,  printer's  name,  date,  or 

place  of  printing.     It  is  printed  in  the  type  which  is  known  as  "  Caxton's  type  No.  2," 

but  whether  printed  at  Bruges  or  at  Westminster  has  yet  to  be  determined. 

For  many  years  the  copy  now  in  the  John  Rylands  Library  was  considered  to  be 

unique.      Indeed,  until  the  year   1807  it  lay  buried  and  unnoticed  in  the  heart  of  a 

manuscript  common-place  book,  with  which  it  had  evidently  been  bound  up  by  mistake. 

Since  then,  another  copy  has  been  discovered  in  the  library  at  Holkham  Hall,  the  seat  of 

the  Earl  of  Leicester. 

2.  ''  A  treatise  called  puula.    For  the  instruction  of  children.    Emprentyd 

by  me.    Nicole  marcat." 

Of  this  little  grammatical  tract,  consisting  of  four  leaves,  no  other  copy  is  known. 
An  edition  of  the  same  treatise,  consisting  of  eight  leaves,  was  printed  by  Wynkyn  de 
Worde  in  1509,  under  the  title  "  Longe  Parvula,"  and  yet  another  edition,  without  date, 
but  containing  Wynkyn  de  Worde's  device  No.  1,  and  consisting  of  six  leaves,  was  issued 
under  the  title  "  Pervula  ". 

Of  the  printer  Nicole  marcat,  evidently  Nicholas  Marcant,  or  Marchant,  or 
Marchand,  nothing  is  known.  His  name  is  not  found  elsewhere  than  in  the  colophon  of 
this  tract.     There  is  no  indication  of  the  date  or  place  of  printing.

Of  this  edition  of  the  '' Distichs  "  of  Cato  no  complete  copy,  nor  any  other  fragment 
is  known. 

This  fragment,  consisting  of  eight  pages  of  text,  printed  on  two  sheets  of  vellum, 
was  rescued,  early  in  the  last  century,  from  the  binding  of  an  old  volume,  in  which  the 
binder  had  used  this  and  several  other  tracts  to  strengthen  the  covers. 

The  complete  volume  must  have  consisted  of  sixteen  pages,  printed  on  four  sheets 
of  vellum,  folded  and  made  up  into  a  single  gather,  of  which  the  two  middle  sheets  are 
wanting. 

The  principal  point  of  interest  about  this  fragment  is,  that  it  is  printed  in  the  type 
employed  in  the  second  Dutch  edition  of  the  "  Speculum  Humanae  Salvationist'"  the 
printing  of  which  was  placed  by  Henry  Bradshaw,  from  typographical  considerations, 
between  the  years  1471  and  1473,  whilst  the  place  of  printing  is  fixed  at  Utrecht, 
because  the  cuts  originally  used  in  the  '^Speculum''  make  their  appearance  again,  in 
books  printed  in  that  town,  about  which  all  particulars  are  known.  Another  point  of 
interest  is  that  the  "  Speculum  "  forms  one  of  the  group  of  books,  known  by  the  name  of 
"  Costeriana,"  as  being  the  supposed  productions  of  Laurens  Janszoon  Coster,  for  whom 
is  claimed,  by  some  writers,  the  honour  of  having  been  the  inventor  of  printing  at 
Haarlem,  as  opposed  to  the  more  generally  admitted  claims  of  Gutenberg  and  Mainz. 
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For  purposes  of  comparison,  the  first  page  of  the  "  Speculum  "  will  be  reproduced, 
and  the  complete  text  of  the  ''Distichs,"  from  a  later  edition,  will  be  printed  in  the 
introduction.

Of  this  little  tract,  consisting  of  nine  leaves,  written  by  Canutus,  or  Knut,  Bishop  of 
Aarhus,  in  Jutland,  three  separate  editions  are  known,  but  only  one  copy  of  each,  and 
an  odd  leaf  are  known  to  have  survived. 

There  is  no  indication  in  any  edition  of  the  place  of  printing,  date,  or  name  of 
printer,  but  they  are  all  printed  in  one  of  the  four  types  employed  by  William  de 
Machlinia,  who  printed  first  in  partnership  with  John  Lettou,  and  afterwards  alone, 
between  the  years  1482  and  1486,  in  the  city  of  London,  at  the  time  when  William 
Caxton  was  at  the  most  active  period  of  his  career  at  Westminster.

Of  this  second  edition  of  the  little  devotional  treatise  entitled  :  *'  Ars  moriendi  "  no 
other  copy  is  known. 

It  is  a  verbatim  reprint,  differing  only  in  the  spelling  of  a  few  words,  of  the  edition 
printed  by  William  Caxton,  in  or  about  the  year  1491,  of  which  the  only  known  copy  is 
in  the  Bodleian  Library  at  Oxford.  It  is  thought  to  be  a  translation  or  an  adaptation 
from  the  Latin,  probably  by  Caxton  himself,  but  it  does  not  answer  to  any  of  the  Latin 
treatises  known  as  '^  Ars  moriendi,"  of  which  several  are  in  the  Library. 

The  tract  is  illustrated  with  two  woodcuts,  one  on  the  title-page,  another  on  the 
reverse  of  the  title,  and  ends  with  the  device  of  Wynkyn  de  Worde,  bearing  Caxton's 
trade  mark,  which  was  first  used  in  1498.    It  is  without  date,  and  consists  of  eight  leaves.

Of  Pfister's  ''Biblia  pauperum"  three  editions  are  known:  two  closely  similar 
editions  in  German,  and  one  in  Latin.     Of  the  Latin  edition  only  this  one  copy  is  known. 

The  volume  consists  of  seventeen  leaves,  and  is  illustrated  with  one  hundred  and 
seventy  cuts,  arranged  five  on  each  page.  It  is  without  date,  name  of  printer,  or  place 
of  printing,  but  is  printed  in  the  type  employed  in  one  of  the  two  first  printed  Bibles,  the 
one  commonly  described  as  the  Thirty-six  line,  or  Bamberg  Bible,  with  which  the  name 
of  Gutenberg  is  associated,  because  it  is  considered  to  be  the  first  type  used  by  him  at 
Mainz.  The  type  afterwards  came  into  the  possession  of  Albrecht  Pfister,  who  was 
printing  in  Bamberg  in  1461  and  1462.  Pfister  employed  but  one  type,  and  it  is  assumed 
that  he  came  into  possession  of  this  fount  after  it  had  been  discarded  by  Gutenberg, 
from  the  printing  office  at  Mainz,  where,  several  years  earlier,  it  had  served  to  print 
the  thirty-six  line  Bible,  at  least  in  part,  and  several  other  books  and  indulgences, 
forming  quite  a  little  group  by  themselves. 

It  would  appear  from  an  examination  of  the  Pfister  books,  that  the  printer  relied 
upon  the  attractive  nature  of  his  illustrations,  rather  than   upon  the  elegance  of  his 
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printing.  Nine  books  are  attributed  to  him,  eight  of  which  are  in  German,  the  ninth, 
which  is  the  volume  under  description,  being  in  Latin.  With  two  exceptions  they  are 
illustrated  with  woodcuts,  which  are  extremely  interesting,  if  somewhat  crude  in  char- 
acter. These  nine  books  are  all  amongst  the  rarest  of  the  productions  of  the  early 
presses. 

Several  problems  connected  with  the  history  of  the  earliest  presses  at  Mainz  and 
Bamberg  hang  upon  a  careful  and  minute  examination  and  comparison  of  the  various 
pieces  of  printing  attributed  to  Gutenberg  and  Pfister.  Hitherto  this  has  not  been 
possible,  by  reason  of  the  extreme  rarity  of  the  volumes,  and  the  widely  scattered  lurking 
places  of  the  few  known  copies. 

By  the  reproduction  of  these  works  in  minutely  exact  facsimile,  students  of  the 
history  of  early  printing  would  be  enabled  to  place  them  side  by  side,  for  purposes  of 
comparison,  and  in  that  way  would  be  materially  aided  in  their  investigations.

The  first  book  with  a  printed  title-page,  of  which  no  other  copy  is  known. 

The  volume  consists  of  eight  leaves,  without  printers'  names,  date,  or  place  of 
printing.  The  title,  which  is  printed  at  the  top  of  the  recto  of  the  first  leaf,  is  in  the 
largest  of  the  two  types  used  by  Fust  and  Schoeffer  in  the  Latin  Psalters  printed  by 
them,  at  Mainz,  in  1457  and  1459.  The  text  of  the  Bull  is  printed  in  the  smallest 
fount  of  type  employed  by  the  same  printers.  It  was  used  for  the  first  time  in  the 
Durandus  of  1459,  and  was  still  in  use  by  Peter  Schoeffer  in  1489. 

The  date  of  the  issue  of  the  Bull  is  given  in  the  text  as  1463,  and  this  must  be  the 
date  also  of  the  printing,  since  a  Bull  could  not  operate  without  being  put  into  circula- 
tion. There  are  other  considerations  which  justify  the  conclusion  that  the  volume  must 
have  been  printed  in  1463,  or  at  the  latest,  in  the  early  part  of  the  following  year.

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LIBRARY  NOTES. 

Accessions  to  the  Library. — Since  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin  there  have  been 
added  to  the  Library  3,233  volumes,  and  a  collection  of  examples  of  fifteenth  century 
printing,  with  woodcuts,  title-pages,  and  engravings  of  the  early  German,  Dutch,  and 
Italian  Masters,  numbering  about  2,500  pieces.  Of  these,  2,787  volumes  were  acquired 
by  purchase,  and  446  volumes,  with  the  collection  of  engravings  and  examples  of  printing, 
were  received  by  gift. 

The  accessions  by  purchase  comprise  many  works  of  great  interest  and  importance.

Gifts  to  the  Library. — The  list  of  donors  to  the  Library  contains  fifty  names.  The 
most  considerable  gift,  as  usual,  is  due  to  the  continued  generosity  of  the  Founder.  It 
comprises  forty-one  volumes,  in  addition  to  the  extremely  interesting  and  important 
collection  of  examples  of  fifteenth  century  printing,  and  early  engravings,  numbering 
about  2,500  pieces.  The  collection  was  formed  by  J.  W.  Holtrop,  Librarian  of  the  Royal 
Library  at  the  Hague,  and  historian  of  the  Dutch  printing  presses  of  the  fifteenth 
century,  to  illustrate  the  development  of  printing  in  Europe  to  the  close  of  the  fifteenth 
century.  The  collector,  who  was  for  fifty  years  accumulating  and  arranging  this 
collection,  has  attached  notes  of  identification  of  printer,  place,  and  date,  as  far  as 
possible,  to  each  piece.  It  includes  several  early  broadside  Calendars  and  Indulgences 
of  great  rarity,  and  what  is  probably  an  unique  xylographic  Indulgence  of  about  1450. 
It  also  includes  a  number  of  early  sixteenth  century  title-pages,  woodcuts,  and  orna- 
mental initial  letters,  and  a  choice  collection  of  engravings  of  the  early  Dutch,  German, 
Italian  and  French  masters.  The  engravings  are  for  the  most  part  brilliant  impressions 
of  the  work  of  such  masters  as  Albert  Durer,  Jost  Amman,  Aldegrever,  Beham,  Stefano 
della  Bella,  Hans  Holbein,  Lucas  van  Leyden,  Goltzius,  and  Berain. 

Under  the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  George  H.  Hankinson,  solicitor  of  Altrincham  and 
Manchester,  the  Library  has  received  one  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  of  historical  and 
topographical  works,  which  form  a  welcome  addition  to  our  collections.  The  manuscript 
genealogical  and  topographical  collections  left  by  Mr.  Hankinson  have  also  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  Library,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Misses  Hankinson.  These  collec- 
tions, contained  in  ten  folio  volumes,  were  left  to  these  ladies  to  dispose  of  at  their  dis- 
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cretion,  and  they  decided  to  present  them  to  this  institution  with  the  other  books,  in 
memory  of  their  deceased  brother.  Mr.  Hankinson  was  a  most  indefatigable,  painstaking 
and  accurate  worker,  as  the  contents  of  these  ten  volumes  abundantly  show.  He  took 
great  interest  in  the  history  of  Altrincham,  Bowdon,  Hale,  and  of  Lancashire  and  Cheshire 
generally,  and  the  result  of  his  many  years  of  careful  investigation  into  the  history  of 
these  districts  form  most  valuable  contributions  to  our  local  history.  The  most  im- 
portant section  of  the  work  deals  with  the  history  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Bowdon,  and 
fills  four  of  the  volumes.  Mr.  Hankinson's  title  indicates  the  scope  of  the  work,  and 
reads  thus:  ^' Copies  of  Inscriptions  on  the  Gravestones  in  the  Enclosed  Portion  of  the 
Churchyard,  and  on  the  Monuments,  Brasses,  and  Windows  of  the  Parish  Church  of 
Bowdon.  Together  with  particulars  of  Memorials  no  longer  existing  or  now  accessible^ 
and  notes  thereon.  By  George  H.  Hankinson.''  The  work  is  elaborately  indexed,  and 
apparently  ready  for  the  printer.  There  can  be  but  one  opinion  with  regard  to  this 
admirable  and  scholarly  piece  of  work  :  that  the  evident  intention  of  the  author  to  print 
it,  should  be  carried  out.  It  is  therefore  suggested  that  the  work  should  be  published, 
either  by  subscription,  or  with  the  assistance  of  one  of  the  local  antiquarian  societies. 

The  donor  who  wishes  to  be  known  as  "  A  Friend,"  has  generously  presented  to  the 
Library  fifty-eight  volumes  of  Greek  and  Latin  Classics,  which  have  supplied  some  of 
the  "lacunae"  in  that  section,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  in  response  to 
representations  made  to  them,  have  presented  one  hundred  and  ten  volumes  of  catalogues 
and  other  publications,  to  the  enrichment  of  the  bibliographical  section  of  the  Library.

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It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  Governors  invite  such  gifts.  They  would 
welcome,  especially,  additions  to  the  various  special  collections,  which  form  one  of  the 
outstanding  features  of  the  Library.  Every  effort  is  being  used  to  make  these  collections 
more  complete,  and  in  that  way  to  render  the  Library  more  efficient  to  serve  the  require- 
ments of  the  students  and  research  workers  who  resort  to  it.

The  continued  success  of  this  section  of  the  work  of  the  Library  is  gratifying  in  the 
extreme,  and  the  authorities  are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  arrange  for  a  continuance  of 
the  series  during  the  ensuing  winter,  through  the  kind  and  generous  help  of  the 
lecturers. 

The  first  three  lectures  in  the  ensuing  session  will  be  as  follows : —

Other  lectures  have  been  promised,  including  one  by  Bishop  Welldon  on  "The 
Beginnings  of  Religion,"  but  the  dates  have  not  yet  been  definitely  arranged.  The 
usual  printed  list  will  be  issued  and  circulated  in  due  course. 

Demonstrations  for  Students. — Another  department  of  work  which  has  met  with 
encouraging  success  is  represented  by  the  bibliographical  and  other  demonstrations  for 
students,  a  number  of  which,  dealing  with  a  variety  of  subjects,  were  arranged  during 
the  year.  The  growing  number  of  requests  for  these  demonstrations  seems  to  furnish 
proof  of  the  value  of  the  experiment,  and  to  warrant  its  continuance.  Nothing  will  help 
a  student  to  appreciate  the  reality  underlying  the  great  names  of  literature  or  history, 
like  a  personal  introduction  to  the  original  editions  of  their  works,  or  to  the  most 
authoritative  works  bearing  upon  the  subject.  In  this  way  a  sense  of  personal  acquaint- 
ance with,  or  a  vivid  impression  of,  the  writers  is  obtained,  which  not  only  deepens  their 
interest  in  the  particular  subject,  but  stimulates  an  interest  in  the  many  valuable  col- 
lections which  the  Library  contains,  and  in  that  way  lays  the  foundation  for  future 
study.  During  the  year  upwards  of  a  thousand  students,  consisting  of  pupil  teachers, 
senior  scholars,  and  elementary  teachers,  have  visited  the  Library  in  this  way,  in 
organised  parties  of  from  twenty-five  to  sixty. 

Exhibitions. — Three  special  exhibitions  were  arranged  in  the  Library  during  '■he 
period  under  review.     The  first  was  in  connection  with  the  Conference  of  the  Classical 
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Association,  which  was  held  in  Manchester  in  the  month  of  October,  when  an  exhibition 
of  Greek  and  Latin  Classics  was  arranged.  Of  each  of  the  fifty  writers,  whose  works 
figured  in  the  exhibition,  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  show,  without  a  single 
exception,  the  first  printed  edition.  In  the  case  of  the  first  printed  Greek  book,  the 
Batrachomyoinachia,  circa  1474,  and  of  the  first  printed  edit  on  of  the  Distichx  de 
morims  of  Dionysius  Cato,  circa  1471,  we  were  able  to  exhibit  the  only  known  copies. 
Two  of  the  exhibition-cases  were  devoted  exclusively  to  Cicero  and  Vergil  respectively, 
with  the  object  of  calling  attention  to  the  seventy-five  works  of  the  former,  and  the 
eighteen  editions  of  the  latter,  printed  during  the  fifteenth  century,  which  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Library. 

A  catalogue,  containing  a  full  bibliographical  description  of  the  works  exhibited,  was 
issued  in  connection  with  the  exhibition,  under  the  title :  The  John  Rylands  Library, 
Manchester  :  A  brief  historical  description  of  the  Library  and  its  contents,  with  Catalogue 
of  the  Selection  of  Early  printed  Greek  and  Latin  Classics  exhibited  on  the  Occasion  of 
the  Visit  of  the  Clasncal  Association  in  October,  MCMVL  8vo,  pp.  viii  -H  89.  A  few 
copies  of  this  catalogue  remain,  and  may  be  procured  from  the  Manchester  University 
Press  at  the  price  of  one  shilling. 

The  occasion  of  the  second  exhibition  was  the  visit  to  the  Library,  on  the  13th 
March,  1907,  of  the  delegates  of  the  Lancashire  Congregational  Union,  in  connection 
with  the  Centenary  Meeting  of  that  body,  which  seemed  to  provide  a  fitting  opportunity 
for  calling  attention  to  the  richness  of  the  Library's  collection  of  English  Bibles. 

In  the  arrangement  of  this  exhibition,  the  object  aimed  at  was  to  illustrate  the 
history  of  the  English  version  of  the  Bible,  through  all  its  various  stages,  from  the  time 
of  Wiclif  to  the  present  day,  and  we  may  perhaps  be  excused  for  asserting  that  there  are 
few  libraries  in  the  world  where  this  could  be  accomplished  in  so  comprehensive  a 
manner.  Commencing  with  an  English  manuscript  translation  of  a  Norman  French 
version  of  the  Apocalypse,  formerly  attributed  to  Wiclif,  but  now  traced  to  an  earlier 
source,  followed  by  eleven  Wicliffite  manuscripts  of  the  Bible,  or  parts  of  it,  we  were 
able  to  exhibit  copies  of  every  important  version  or  revision  down  to  the  year  1906. 

The  interest  of  the  exhibition  was  greatly  enhanced  by  the  presence  of  the  personal 
copies  :  of  Queen  Elizabeth — the  actual  copy  of  the  Gospels  which  was  presented  to  the 
Queen  on  the  occasion  of  her  progress  through  the  City  of  London  in  January,  155f, 
by  Francis  Newport,  who,  for  the  sake  of  his  religion,  had  been  compelled  to  fly  during 
the  reign  of  Queen  Mary;  of  King  James  I. ;  of  Elizabeth  Fry — full  of  her  marks  and 
comments,  revealing  the  source  of  her  inspiration,  strength  and  comfort,  and  the  secret 
of  her  success  in  the  noble  work  she  undertook ;  of  Thomas  Cromwell,  which  afterwards 
belonged  to  King  George  III. — it  may  be  mentioned  that  it  was  through  the  influence  of 
Cromwell  that  the  "Coverdale  Bible"  of  1535  was  allowed  to  circulate  without  being 
suppressed  ;  and  it  was  through  his  influence  that  the  "  Matthew  Bible  "  was  "  set  forth 
with  the  Kinges  most  gracyous  lycece  "  ; — and  the  Bible  from  which  the  late  Right  Hon. 
W.  E.  Gladstone  was  accustomed  to  read  the  lessons  in  Hawarden  Church. 

A  fully  annotated  catalogue  of  this  exhibition  was  also  issued,  under  the  title  :  The 
yohn  Rylands  Library,  Manchester.  Catalogue  of  an  Exhibition  of  Bibles  illustr  ding 
the  History  of  the  English  Versions  from  Wiclif  to  the  Present  Time,  including  the 
Personal  Copies  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  Elizabeth  Fry  and  others.  8vo,  pp.  viii  -f-  58.  The 
catalogue  contains  an  introductory  sketch  of  the  history  of  the  Pre- Wicliffite  paraphrases 
from  Caedmon  to   the  time  of  Wiclif,  which,  together  with  the  descriptive  historical 
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notes  on  the  various  Bibles  exhibited,  furnishes  a  brief  history,  or,  at  least,  the  leading 
facts  in  the  history  of  the  English  Bible  from  the  seventh  century  to  the  present  time. 
Copies  of  this  catalogue  may  still  be  procured  from  the  Manchester  University  Press, 
at  the  price  of  sixpence. 

The  third  exhibition  was  arranged  in  connection  with  the  visit  of  the  Federation 
of  Master  Printers  and  Allied  Trades,  which  took  place  on  the  31st  May,  1907. 

The  object  of  this  exhibition  was  to  reveal  to  the  visitors  something  of  the  character 
of  the  collections  of  the  Library,  as  far  as  they  relate  to  the  history  of  printing.  It  is 
generally  known  that  one  of  the  most  noteworthy  features  of  the  Library  is  its  unrivalled 
collection  of  books  printed  before  the  year  1501,  numbering  upwards  of  2,500  volumes. 
Commencing  with  the  famous  print  of  "  St.  Christopher,"  the  earliest  known  piece  of 
printing  with  a  definite  date  (1423),  followed  by  the  other  specimens  of  block-printing, 
the  precursors  of  the  type-printed  books,  the  history  of  which  furnishes  one  of  the  most 
fascinating  chapters  in  the  evolution  of  books,  it  was  possible  to  trace  the  history  of 
printing  step  by  step  in  the  course  of  its  progress  and  development  through  the  fifteenth, 
sixteenth,  and  succeeding  centuries,  down  to  the  present  day.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say 
that  never  before  in  Manchester,  and  seldom  elsewhere  outside  Manchester,  has  there 
been  brought  together  a  collection  of  books  and  broadsides,  illustrating  so  completely 
as  this  does  the  origin  and  development  of  the  art  of  printing. 

Of  this  exhibition  also  a  small  descriptive  catalogue  was  issued,  under  the  title  :  The 
jfohn  Rylands  Library,  Manchester :  Catalogue  of  the  Selection  of  Books  and  Broadsides 
illustrating  the  Early  History  of  Printing,  exhibited  on  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  the 
Federation  of  Master  Printers  and  Allied  Trades  in  ^une,  MCMVII.  8vo,  pp.  vi  +  34. 
Copies  of  this  catalogue  may  also  still  be  procured  from  the  Manchester  University 
Press,  at  the  price  of  sixpence. 

It  may  interest  some  of  our  readers  to  know  that  this  exhibition  will  remain  on  view 
until  the  month  of  October  next,  when  it  will  be  replaced  by  an  exhibition  of  some  of  the 
most  famous  editions  of  Dante's  masterpiece,  in  which  the  Library  is  so  rich. 

Co-operatiYe  Catalogue  of  Architectural  Works.— The  "  Catalogue  of  Archi- 
tectural Works  in  the  Libraries  of  Manchester,"  which  is  being  edited,  for  the  Archi- 
tectural Committee  of  the  Manchester  Committee  of  Education,  by  the  Librarian 
and  sub-Librarian,  is  nearly  ready  for  the  printer.  The  catalogue  will  contain  parti- 
culars of  upwards  of  2,000  distinct  works,  comprising  about  8,000  volumes,  to  be  found 
in  the  libraries  of  this  city.  The  titles  of  any  important  works  of  which  no  copy 
is  to  be  found  at  present  in  Manchester,  will  be  included  in  the  list  as  "  desiderata  ".  In 
this  way  it  is  hoped  to  produce  a  really  useful  bibliographical  catalogue  of  permanent 
value.     It  is,  we  believe,  the  first  catalogue  of  the  kind  to  be  produced  in  this  country.

IN    MEMORIAM. 

MRS.    ENRIQUETA  AUGUSTINA  RYLANDS. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  number  of  the  Bulletin  Manchester  has  sustained  an 
irreparable  loss  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Rylands,  the  munificent  founder  and  continued 
benefactor  of  the  John  Rylands  Library,  which  occurred  on  Tuesday,  February  4th,  at 
her  residence  in  Torquay,  in  the  sixty-fifth  year  of  her  age. 

Enriqueta  Augustina  Rylands,  the  widow  of  John  Rylands,  was  the  daughter  of 
Stephen  Cattley  Tennant,  a  Liverpool  and  Havannah  merchant,  who  made  his  home 
chiefly  in  Havannah,  where  his  daughter  was  born.  Miss  Tennant's  education  was 
commenced  at  a  private  school  in  New  York,  and  was  continued  in  Paris  and  in  London. 

It  was  on  the  6th  of  October,  1875,  that  Miss  Tennant  became  Mrs.  Rylands,  an 
event  which  was  commemorated  twenty-four  years  later,  when  the  library  which 
was  to  perpetuate  the  name  of  John  Rylands  was  formally  dedicated  to  the  public,  on 
the  anniversary  of  that  date. 

For  thirteen  years  Mrs.  Rylands  shared  her  husband's  strenuous  life  in  all  its 
varied  activities,  with  a  devotion  which  evoked  the  admiration  of  all  who  came  within 
the  sphere  of  its  influence. 

Mr.  Rylands  took  a  deep  and  constant  interest  in  all  that  related  to  literature,  but 
the  absorbing  cares  of  business  necessarily  prevented  him  from  living  as  much  as  he 
would  have  wished  among  books.  He  was  always  ready,  however,  to  extend  his  aid  and 
encouragement  to  students.  He  took  an  especial  interest  in  adding  to  the  studies  of  the 
poorer  Free  Church  ministers  gifts  of  books  which  were  beyond  their  own  slender 
means  to  provide,  but  which  were  necessary  to  keep  them  in  touch  with  the  trend  of 
modern  religious  thought,  since,  in  many  cases,  they  were  stationed  in  rural  districts 
remote  from  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  library.  There  are  many  ministers  living  to- 
day who  preserve  a  feeling  of  profound  gratitude  to  John  Rylands  for  the  help  which 
he  extended  to  them  in  this,  as  in  many  other  ways. 

When,  therefore,  upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Rylands,  which  took  place  on  the  11th  of 
December,  1888,  Mrs.  Rylands  found  herself  entrusted  with  the  disposal  of  his  immense 
wealth,  she  resolved  tQ  QOmmemorate  the  name  and  worth  of  her  husband  by  dedicating 
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to  his  memory  an  institution  devoted  to  the  encouragement  of  learning.  She  recalled 
the  little  library  at  Stretford,  which  Mr.  Rylands  had  watched  over  with  so  much  care, 
and  which  in  its  time  and  measure  had  been  of  incalculable  benefit  to  many  a  struggling 
minister.  She  also  remembered  how  great  an  interest  he  had  taken  in  theological 
studies,  and  accordingly  resolved  to  establish  a  library  in  which  theology  should  occupy 
a  prominent  place,  where  the  theological  worker  should  find  all  the  material  necessary 
to  his  study  and  research.     From  such  modest  beginnings  has  the  present  library  arisen. 

With  this  idea  of  the  library  in  view,  Mrs.  Rylands  in  1889  entered  upon  the  collec- 
tion of  the  standard  authorities  in  all  departments  of  literature,  and  in  the  year  1890 
the  erection  of  the  splendid  structure  in  Deansgate  was  commenced  from  the  designs  of 
Mr.  Basil  Champneys. 

The  scheme  was  conceived  in  no  narrow  spirit.  Thanks  to  the  contact  with  foreign 
countries  which  travel  had  yielded  her,  Mrs.  Rylands  was  a  woman  of  catholic 
ideas,  and  did  not  confine  herself  to  any  one  groove,  but  allowed  the  purpose  she  had  in 
view  to  mature  and  fructify  as  time  went  on.  It  was  fortunate  that  she  proceeded  in  a 
leisurely  manner  since  various  unforeseen  circumstances  helped  to  give  a  shape  to  the 
contemplated  memorial  which  neither  she  nor  any  one  else  could  have  anticipated. 

While  the  building  was  rising  from  the  ground  books  were  being  accumulated,  but 
without  ostentation,  and  few  people  were  aware  that  a  great  library  was  in  process  of 
formation. 

The  only  interruption  of  the  perfect  quiet  with  which  this  project 
OF^HE^^"^^^  ^^^  pursued  occurred  in  1892,  some  two  years  after  the  builders  had 
ALTHORP  commenced  their  work  of  construction,  when  there  came  to  Mrs.  Rylands 

the  opportunity  of  giving  to  this  memorial  a  grandeur  which  had  not 
been  at  first  contemplated.  In  that  year  the  announcement  was  made  of  Earl 
Spencer's  willingness  to  dispose  of  that  most  famous  of  all  private  collections,  "  The 
Althorp  Library".  When  Lord  Spencer  found  himself  compelled  to  surrender  the  glory 
of  Althorp,  he  wisely  stipulated  with  the  agent  that  a  purchaser  should  be  found  who 
would  take  the  whole  collection,  and  so  prevent  the  famous  library  from  being  dispersed 
in  all  directions.  For  some  time  this  object  appeared  to  be  incapable  of  realisation, 
and  the  trustees  of  the  British  Museum  were  therefore  tempted  with  the  Caxtons,  but 
the  owner  would  not  consent  to  have  the  collection  broken  up  by  any  mode  of  picking 
and  choosing,  and  so  the  negotiations  fell  through.  Negotiations  in  other  directions 
were  then  entered  into,  and  it  is  almost  certain  that  the  collection  would  have  been 
transported  to  America  if  Mrs.  Rylands  had  not  become  aware  that  it  was  for  sale. 
Recognizing  that  the  possession  of  this  collection  would  be  the  crowning  glory  of  her 
design,  Mrs.  Rylands  decided  to  become  the  purchaser. 

While  these  negotiations  were  proceeding,  scholars  throughout  the  country  were  in 
a  state  of  great  suspense.  As  soon,  however,  as  it  was  announced  that  the  collection 
had  been  saved  from  the  disaster  of  dispersion,  and  was  to  find  a  permanent  home  in 
England,  a  great  sigh  of  relief  went  up.  The  nation  was  relieved  to  know  that  so  many 
of  its  priceless  literary  treasures  were  to  be  secured  for  all  time  against  the  risk  of  trans- 
portation, and  the  public  spirit  which  Mrs.  Rylands  had  manifested  was  greeted  with  a 
chorus  of  grateful  approbation. 

Although  the  Althorp  collection,  of  rather  more  than  40,000  volumes,  is  but  a  part 
of  the  John  Rylands  Library,  which  to-day  numbers  nearly  130,000  volumes,  it  is,  by 
common  consent,  the  most  splendid  part.    Renouard,  the  French  bibliographer,  described 
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it  as  "the  most  beautiful  and  richest  private  library  in  Europe,"  and  another  writer  has 
called  it,  "a  collection  which  stands  above  all  rivalry ".  It  is  true  that  other  private 
libraries  have  possessed  more  printed  books,  but  none  could  boast  of  choicer  ones. 

But  Mrs.  Rylands  did  much  more  than  this.  She  had  acquired  for  Manchester  a 
collection  of  books  which  in  many  respects  was  unrivalled,  but  in  doing  so  she  had  en- 
larged considerably  the  scope  of  her  original  plan,  and  decided  to  establish  a  library  that 
should  be  at  once  "  a  place  of  pilgrimage  for  the  lover  of  rare  books,"  and  a  "  live  library  " 
for  genuine  students,  whether  in  the  departments  of  theology,  philosophy,  history,  philo- 
logy, literature,  or  bibliography,  where  they  would  find  not  merely  the  useful  appliances 
for  carrying  on  their  work,  but  an  atmosphere  with  a  real  sense  of  inspiration,  which 
would  assist  them  to  carry  it  on  in  the  highest  spirit. 

After  ten  years  of  loving  and  anxious  care  the  building  was  ready  for  occupation. 
Only  those  who  were  associated  with  Mrs.  Rylands  know  how  much  was  put  into  those 
ten  years.  From  the  very  inception  of  the  scheme  Mrs.  Rylands  took  the  keenest  pos- 
sible interest  in  it,  devoting  almost  all  her  time,  thought,  and  energy  to  it.  Not  only 
every  detail  in  the  construction  of  the  building,  but  every  other  detail  of  the  scheme  in 
general,  was  carried  out  under  her  personal  supervision.  Nothing  escaped  her  scrutiny, 
and  it  would  be  impossible  to  say  how  many  admirable  features  were  the  result  of  her 
personal  suggestion.  No  expense  was  spared.  The  architect  was  commissioned  to  design 
a  building  which  should  be  an  ornament  to  Manchester,  and  in  the  construction  of  which 
only  the  very  best  materials  should  be  employed.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  stone- 
mason, sculptor,  metal-worker,  and  wood-carver  have  conspired  under  the  direction  of 
the  architect,  and  under  the  watchful  care  of  the  founder,  to  construct  a  building  in 
every  way  worthy  of  the  priceless  collection  of  treasures  which  it  was  intended  to  house. 
On  the  6th  of  October,  1899,  the  twenty-fourth  anniversary  of  Mrs.

OF  THE  Rylands's   wedding-day,    the  building   and    its  contents   were   formally 

dedicated  to  the  public,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  and  distinguished 
gathering  of  people  from  all  parts  of  Europe.  The  inaugural  address  was  delivered  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Fairbairn,  Principal  of  Mansfield  College,  Oxford — an  address  in  every 
sense  worthy  of  a  great  occasion.  A  few  passages  from  that  address,  in  eulogy  of  the 
founder,  may  be  appropriately  quoted  here  : — 

*'  It  would  have  been  a  comparatively  simple  and  easy  thing  for  Mrs.  Rylands, 
out  of  her  large  means,  to  set  aside  a  sum  ample  enough  to  build  this  edifice,  to 
equip  and  endow  this  institution.  She  had  only  to  select  an  architect  and 
choose  a  librarian,  to  summon  to  her  side  ministers  and  agents  capable  of 
carrying  out  her  will,  saying  to  them  :  *  Here  is  money,  spend  it  in  the  prince- 
liest  way  you  can,  and,  if  more  be  needed,  more  will  be  at  your  command*. 
But  she  did  not  so  read  her  duty.  The  ideal  created  in  her  imagination,  by  the 
memory  and  character  of  her  husband,  was  one  she  alone  could  realise.  And 
she  proceeded  to  realise  it,  with  the  results  that  we  this  day  behold.  Nothing 
was  too  immense,  or  too  intricate  to  be  mastered,  nothing  was  too  small  to  be 
overlooked.  The  architect  has  proved  himself  a  genius.  He  has  adorned  Man- 
chester, he  has  enriched  England  with  one  of  the  most  distinguished  and  the  most 
perfect  architectural  achievements  of  this  century.  .  .  .  The  library  will  be  en- 
titled to  take  its  place  among  the  deathless  creations  of  love.  To  multitudes  it 
will  be  simply  the  John  Rylands  Library,  built  by  the  munificence  of  his  widow. 
.  .  .  But  to  the  few,  and  those  the  few  who  know,  it  will  for  ever  remain  the  most 
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marvellous  thing  in  history,  as  the  tribute  of  a  wife's  admiration  of  her  husband, 
and  her  devotion  to  his  memory.     The  opening  of  this  library  calls  for  national 
jubilation.      All  citizens  who  desire  to  see  England  illumined,   reasonable,  right, 
will  rejoice  that  there  came  into  the  heart  of  one  who  inherited  the  wealth  of 
this  great  Manchester  merchant,  the  desire  to  create  for  him  so  seemly  a  monu- 
ment as  this.     It  stands  here  fitly  in  a  city  where  wealth  is  made,  to  help  to 
promote  the  culture,  to  enlarge  the  liberty,  to  confirm  the  faith,  to  illumine  the 
way  of  its  citizens,  small  and  great." 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  formal  proceedings,  after  the  National  Anthem  had  been 
sung,  Mrs.  Rylands,  in  response  to  repeated  calls,  stepped  to  the  front  of  the  balcony 
from  which  the  speeches  had  been  delivered,  when  the  great  assembly  rose  to  its  feet 
and  greeted  her  with  ringing  cheers,  which  she  acknowledged  with  a  simple  bow. 

Later  in  the  day,  Mrs.  Rylands  was  summoned  to  the  Town  Hall, 
FREEDOM  OF  ^o  rcccivc  the  honorary  freedom  of  the  City  of  Manchester,  as  the 
MANCHESTER  highest  distinction  that  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  city  authorities  to 
CONFERRED.  bcstow.  It  may  be  mentioned,  in  passing,  that  Mrs.  Rylands  is  the  only 
woman  who  has  been  so  honoured. 

The  scroll  on  which  the  freedom  of  the  city  was  presented,  records  the  resolution  of 
the  City  Council  in  the  following  words ; — 

"  That  the  members  of  this  Council  desire  to  express  their  opinion  that  the 
powers  accorded  to  them  by  law  for  the  recognition  of  eminent  services  would  be 
fittingly  exercised  by  conferring  upon  Mrs.  Enriqueta  Augustina  Rylands  the  free- 
dom of  the  city — the  highest  distinction  which  it  is  their  privilege  to  bestow.- 
Mrs.  Rylands  is  distinguished  and  honoured  by  the  community  for  the  generous 
manner  in  which  she  has  founded  and  dedicated  to  the  public,  and  enshrined  in  a 
beautiful  and  costly  edifice,  a  noble  library  for  the  promotion  of  study  and  the 
pursuit  of  learning ;  for  the  large  collection  of  books  formed  by  herself,  and  es- 
pecially for  its  enrichment  by  the  addition  of  the  celebrated  Althorp  Library, 
purchased  from  Earl  Spencer ;  for  the  exceptional  service  thus  rendered  by  pre- 
venting this  invaluable  library  from  being  removed  from  England;  for  the  im- 
portant facilities  she  has  thus  afforded  to  the  student  of  bibliographical  research 
by  bringing  together  so  many  of  the  rarest  and  most  precious  of  literary  treasures 
as  will  make  Manchester  a  place  of  pilgrimage  to  scholars  throughout  the  world ; 
for  the  enlightened  wisdom  by  which  this  valuable  property  will  be  invested  in 
trustees,  its  government  entrusted  to  chosen  representatives,  and  its  management 
based  on  broad  and  liberal  principles.  The  Council,  in  recognition  of  these  and 
other  eminent  services,  do  hereby,  in  pursuance  of  the  Honorary  Freedom  of 
Boroughs  Act,  1885,  confer  upon  Mrs.  Enriqueta  Augustina  Rylands  the  honorary 
freedom  of  the  City  of  Manchester  and  hereby  admit  her  to  the  honorary  freedom 
of  the  City  of  Manchester  accordingly." 
Mrs.  Rylands's  acknowledgment  of  the  honour  thus  conferred  was  read  just  before 
she  signed  the  roll  of  the  Freemen  of  Manchester,  by  her  brother,  Mr.  Stephen  Joseph 
Tennant,  who  is  still  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  library  and  its  Honorary  Treasurer.  It 
was  as  follows: — 

"  I  wish  simply  in  as  few  words  as  possible  to  thank  you,  and  I  do  it  most 
heartily,  for  the  great  honour  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in  presenting  me  with 
the  freedom  of  your  great  city.     It  was  certainly  a  surprise  to  me  when  I  became 
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aware  that  you  had  it  in  contemplation  to  pay  me  this  honour.     I  had  never 
thought  of  public  recognition  of  myself  for  this  private  work,  which  is  designed  as 
a  memorial  to  my  husband.     It  has  been  the  delightful  interest  of  the  past  ten 
years  to  watch  its  growth,  and  to-day  that  my  object  is  fulfilled,  and  1  see  the 
library  opened,  I  have  only  to  add  my  earnest  hopes  that  every  expectation  for 
good  that  it  has  ever  raised  may  be  fulfilled.     In  my  affection  the  city  of  Man- 
chester must  always  hold  a  unique  place,  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  city  with  which 
my  husband's  life  was  most  intimately  associated,  and  it  is  for  this  reason,  as 
you  all  know,  that  I  have  chosen  to  place  here,  in  Manchester,  this  library  bear- 
ing his  name.     And  when  I  use  the  word  city  I  use  it  in  the  widest  sense,  that 
is  to  say,  as  applying  to  the  city  in  all  its  manifold  activities  and  life.     These 
activities,  and  this  many-sided  life — literary  and  educational,  mercantile,  profes- 
sional and  industrial,  and  lastly,  what  I  regard  as  first  in  importance,  religious — 
I  have  endeavoured  to  associate  in  the  government  of  this  library.     Nor  have  I 
forgotten  the  part  which  Manchester  has  played  in  the  past,  and  will,  I  hope, 
play  in  the  future,  in  the  life  of  the  country  at  large,  and  more  especially  in  that 
of  the  north  of  England.     For  this  reason  I  have  also  associated  in  the  govern- 
ment of  this  library  certain  bodies  which  are  not  local  (such  as  the  National 
Council  of  the  Free  Churches),  and  certain  others  which,  though  not  exclusively 
local,  have  here  the  centre  of  their  life  (such  as  the  Victoria  University).     Once 
again,  I  express  to  you  my  hearty  thanks  for  all  the  kind  things  you  have  ex- 
pressed, and  I  repeat  my  deep  acknowledgment  of  the  honour  you  have  done  me, 
and  which  I  shall  always  hold  as  a  treasured  remembrance." 
Mrs.  Rylands's  interest  in  the  library  did  not  end  there.     She  endowed  it  with  an 
annual    income   of    upwards   of  five   thousand   pounds   for   its   maintenance   and   ex- 
tension, and  again  and  again,  when  rare  and  costly  books,  or  collections  of  books,  came 
into  the  market  which  were  beyond  the  reach  of  the  ordinary  income  of  the  library  to 
secure,  she  readily  and  generously  found  the  money,  if  only  she  could  be  assured  that 
the  usefulness  of  the  library  would  be  enhanced  by  their  possession.

public,  with  the  announcement  that  the  celebrated  collection  of  illumi- 
nated and  other  manuscripts  belonging  to  the  Earl  of  Crawford,  numbering  upwards  of 
six  thousand,  had  been  purchased  for  a  very  considerable  sum. 

The  purchase  came  as  a  great  surprise  to  all  but  a  very  few.  The  negotiations  had 
been  conducted  in  the  quiet,  unostentatious,  yet  prompt  manner  which  was  characteristic 
of  all  Mrs.  Rylands's  dealings. 

The  importance  of  the  collection  cannot  easily  be  overestimated.  The  manuscripts 
are  familiar  to  scholars  and  specialists,  for  Lord  Crawford  had  often  lent  sections  of  the 
collection  for  exhibition.  But  to  the  world  at  large  and  to  many  of  our  readers  they 
are  as  yet  unknown.  For  that  reason  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  indicate  very  briefly 
some  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  collection  which  gives  to  the  John  Rylands 
library  a  position  with  regard  to  Oriental  and  Western  manuscripts  similar  to  that  which 
it  previously  occupied  in  respect  of  early  printed  books  through  the  possession  of  the 
Althorp  Library. 

Just  as  the  distinguishing  mark  of  the  Althorp  Library  was  the  early  printed  books, 
so  the  distinguishing  mark  of  the  "  Bibliotheca  Lindesiana,"  as  the  Crawford  Library  is 
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known,  was  the  manuscripts.  To  some  of  these  the  bindings  impart  a  character  and  a 
value  of  a  very  special  kind.  The  rarity  of  such  jewelled  bindings  in  metal  and  ivory, 
dating  from  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries,  as  are  found  here,  may  be  gauged  by 
the  fact  that  the  John  Rylands  collection,  which  contains  only  thirty,  yet  ranks  third 
among  the  collections  of  the  world.  By  far  the  richest  is  in  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale 
in  Paris,  next  comes  that  in  the  Royal  Library  at  Munich,  and  then  comes  the  collection 
in  Manchester.  The  origin  of  these  bindings  may  be  explained  as  follows.  A  monastery 
owned  a  precious  tenth-century  "textus"  of  the  gospels;  it  also  owned  an  ivory  "pax," 
or  tablet  carved  with  a  sacred  subject,  perhaps  of  a  century  later.  A  century  later  still 
it  occurred  to  some  rich  abbot  to  have  the  second  made  into  a  cover  for  the  first,  and 
he  would  call  in  some  jeweller  or  metal-worker  from  Cologne  or  Liege,  who  would 
encase  the  ivory  tablet  in  a  richly  jewelled  metal  frame,  and  make  the  whole  into  a 
cover  to  preserve  the  manuscript.  In  many  instances  in  this  collection  the  ivory  or 
enamel  centre  and  the  jewelled  or  chased  border  are  of  different  centuries.  But  in 
nearly  all  cases  the  result  of  the  joint  work  of  the  carver  and  the  goldsmith  is  of  singular 
richness  and  beauty.  This  is  not  the  place  nor  the  moment  in  which  to  describe  the 
collection  more  in  detail. 

Of  the  Western  manuscripts  themselves,  it  must  suffice  to  say  there  are  some  hun- 
dreds, exquisitely  written  and  finely  illuminated.  There  are,  for  instance,  an  unadorned 
St.  Cyprian's  letters  and  opuscula  of  the  seventh  or  early  eighth  century ;  a  **  Gospel 
Book  "  of  the  tenth  century,  written  for  the  Emperor  Otto  the  Great,  with  his  portrait ; 
a  "  Sarum  Missal  "  of  the  thirteenth  century,  which  is  probably  the  most  venerable 
copy  of  this  service  book  in  existence;  a  beautiful  **  Psalter,"  which  belonged  to  Jane 
of  Navarre,  Queen  Consort  of  Henry  IV,  with  her  autograph;  an  equally  beautiful 
**  Horae,"  in  which  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  has  written  "  Mon  Dieu  confondez  mes  ennemys 
M."  A  copy  of  the  "  Postilla  "  of  Nicolas  de  Lyra,  in  three  volumes,  with  the  date  1407, 
is  full  of  marvellous  borders  and  miniatures,  made  historically  interesting  by  the  portraits 
of  the  members  of  the  Malatesta  family,  which  are  introduced — the  family  to  whom  it 
belonged,  and  for  whom  it  was  made.  Even  more  splendid  is  the  celebrated  "  Colonna 
Missal  "  in  six  large  volumes,  written  and  illuminated  for  Cardinal  Pompeo  Colonna  by 
the  Raphael  school  of  artists.  Of  the  English  manuscripts,  the  finest  is  the  famous  copy 
of  John  Lydgate's  "  Siege  of  Troy,"  of  which  the  borders  are  of  extraordinary  richness 
and  beauty,  written  and  illuminated  not  later  than  1420.  Another  volume  is  the  same 
writer's  translation  of  Boccaccio's  "  Falle  of  Princes,"  a  plainer,  but  still  a  very  important 
manuscript.  A  third  volume  of  great  interest  and  importance  is  the  copy  of  Wiclif's 
"  Gospels,"  which  was  presented  to  Queen  Elizabeth  on  her  accession  by  Francis 
Newport,  who  had  narrowly  escaped  martyrdom  under  Queen  Mary. 

We  cannot  pretend  to  indicate  the  wealth  of  the  collection  in  the  matter  of  Oriental 
manuscripts  of  all  ages  and  in  a  variety  of  languages.  Armenian,  Singhalese,  Tamil, 
Canarese,  Tibetan,  Burmese,  Siamese,  Chinese,  Japanese,  and  Malay  manuscripts  are 
here  in  abundance.  Here,  too,  are  examples  of  those  strange  and  rare  productions,  the 
medicine  books  in  the  language  of  the  Battas.  These  things  are,  of  course,  curious,  but 
of  more  general  interest  are  the  great  collections  of  very  precious  Persian,  Arabic,  and 
Turkish  manuscripts,  numbering  nearly  2,000  volumes,  and  forming  one  of  the  richest 
departments  of  the  library.  The  Coptic  papyri  and  codices  range  from  the  fifth  to  the 
sixteenth  century.  The  Egyptian  demotic  papyri  form  by  far  the  most  important  col- 
lection of  documents  in  this  script  at  present  extant.    There  is  an  extensive  collection  of 
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Greek  papyri,  and  a  vellum  codex  of  the  *'  Odyssey,"  in  a  handwriting  probably  of  the 
third  century,  which  would  make  it  the  earliest  vellum  book  known.  Of  Samaritan  manu- 
scripts there  is  an  interesting  though  not  large  collection  of  biblical  and  liturgical  works, 
and  there  are  a  number  of  Hebrew  rolls  and  codices.  To  make  known  the  value  and 
contents  of  this  collection  Mrs.  Rylands  undertook  to  defray  the  cost  of  cataloguing  k  in 
a  manner  commensurate  with  its  importance.  To  this  end  arrangements  had  been  entered 
into  with  a  number  of  leading  scholars  to  deal  with  the  manuscripts  in  their  own  special 
line  of  research.  Professor  Hogg  has  undertaken  the  Arabic  manuscripts  ;  Drs.  Grenfell 
and  Hunt  the  Greek  papyri ;  Mr.  F.  LI.  Griffith  the  Demotic  papyri ;  Mr.  Crum  the  Coptic 
group  ;  Dr.  M.  Rhodes  James  the  Western  manuscripts  ;  Mr.  Cowley  the  Samaritan  ; 
Mr.  Nicholson,  of  Cambridge,  the  Persian  manuscripts  -,  and  Professor  Margoliouth  the 
Arabic  papyri. 

Some  of  the  catalogues  are  nearing  completion,  and  will  shortly  make  their  appear- 
ance in  print,  although  one  can  only  regret  that  Mrs.  Rylands  did  not  live  to  see  this  part 
of  her  scheme  carried  through. 

Mrs.  Rylands's  liberality  was  not  by  any  means  confined  to  the 
THE  VICTORIA       library.     When  the  Whitworth  Hall  was  built  for  the  Owens  College,  by

the  late  Chancellor  Copley  Christie,  Mrs.  Rylands  crowned  the  benefac- 
tion by  the  gift  of  a  fine  organ.  The  organ  was  ready  for  use  when  the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Wales  opened  the  hall  on  the  12th  of  March,  1902.  The  celebration  of  the 
Owens  College  Jubilee  had  been  deferred  for  a  year,  until  the  building  of  the  hall  was 
finished.  On  the  13th  of  March,  to  mark  this  auspicious  circumstance  in  the  history  of 
the  University  and  College,  a  number  of  honorary  degrees  were  conferred,  when  Mrs. 
Rylands  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters,  at  the  hands  of  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  University,  the  same  Earl  Spencer  whose  library  she  had  been  the  means 
of  bestowing  upon  Manchester.  Mrs.  Rylands  greatly  valued  this  honour,  and  was  more 
pleased  with  the  ovation  given  to  her  by  the  University  students  on  the  day  when  the 
degree  was  conferred  than  with  any  other  tribute  that  fell  to  her  lot. 

From  first  to  last  Mrs.  Rylands's  interest  in  the  library  was  unflagging.  Until 
within  a  few  weeks  of  her  death  she  was  making  purchases  of  manuscripts  and  books,  and 
one  of  her  last  cares  was  to  provide  accommodation  for  the  rapid  extension  of  the 
library,  so  that  the  work  should  in  no  wise  be  hampered  for  want  of  space.  A  fine  site 
adjoining  the  library,  in  Wood  Street,  had  been  acquired,  and  it  was  her  intention,  had 
she  lived,  to  erect  thereon  a  store  building  that  would  provide  accommodation  for  at 
least  half  a  million  volumes.  Unfortunately  death  intervened  before  the  arrangements 
in  pursuance  of  her  intentions  could  be  completed. 

PROVISIONS  FOR  ^^^>  Rylands  made  additional  provision  in  her  will  for  the  upkeep 

MRS^YLANDS'S  ^"^  development  of  the  library.  She  bequeathed  £200,000  in  four  per 
WILL-  cent,  debentures,  yielding  an  annual  income  of  £8,000.     This  sum  added 

to  the  existing  endowment  gives  to  the  trustees  and  governors  an  income  of  upwards  of 
£13,000  per  year,  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  administer  the  institution  in  a  manner 
worthy  of  the  lofty  ideals  of  the  founder. 

In  addition  to  the  monetary  bequest,  Mrs.  Rylands  bequeathed  to  the  library  all 
books,  manuscripts,  and  unframed  engravings  in  her  residence  at  Longford  Hall,  num- 
bering several  thousand  volumes.  It  must  suffice  to  say  that  the  collection  is  very  rich 
in  modern  "Editions  de  luxe,"  such  as  the  great  galleries  of  paintings  of  '*  Buckingham 
Palace  and  Windsor  Castle,"  "Bridgewater   House,"   "Ham  House,"  ''The  Wallace 
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Collection,"  "The  Louvre,"  and  "The  Hermitage";  Sir  Walter  Armstrong's  mono- 
graphs on  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  Turner,  Raeburn,  and  Gainsborough;  Mrs.  Frankau's 
"  Eighteenth  Century  Colour  Prints,"  "  William  Ward,"  and  "  John  Raphael  Smith  " ;  Mrs, 
Williamson's  "  Books  of  Beauty"  ;  Goupil's  series  of  "  Historical  Monographs," — these 
and  many  similar  works  are  included,  most  of  which  are  in  the  choicest  possible  state . 
Of  such  series  as  the  "Doves  Press,"  and  the  "  Essex  House  Press''  there  are  sets 
printed  on  vellum.  Of*  Grangerized,"  or  extra-illustrated,  books,  we  may  call  attention 
to  the  following:  Forster's  Life  of  Dickens,  10  vols. ;  The  Book  of  the  Thames,  4  vols.  ; 
Boswell's  Life  of  Johnson,  4  vols. ;  The  Works  of  Sir  Walter  Scott,  67  vols.,  etc.  Other 
noteworthy  books  are:  Ongania's  Basilica  di  San  Marco,  15  vols.,  Bode's  edition  of 
Rembrandt,  with  Hamerton's  work  on  the  same  master ;  the  facsimiles  of  the  Griniani 
Breviary,  and  the  Hortulus  Anime  ;  the  copy  of  Tissot's  Old  Testament,  which  contains 
the  whole  of  his  original  pen  drawings ;  and  a  set  of  the  four  folios  of  Shakespeare.  The 
illuminated  manuscripts  include  :  two  Books  of  Hours,  painted  by  Hans  Memling ;  two 
French  Books  of  Hours,  one  of  which  was  painted  for  King  Charles  VII,  and  several 
beautifully  decorated  Bibles  and  Chronicles.  In  the  matter  of  bindings,  there  is  a  fine 
collection  of  examples  of  work  by  the  great  modern  masters  of  the  craft.  There  is  also  a 
very  extensive  collection  of  autographs  and  historical  documents,  including  the  greater 
part  of  the  collection  formed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  Raffles,  of  Liverpool,  in  the  first 
half  of  the  last  century. 

These  are  but  a  few  items  taken  at  random,  and  intended  merely  to  indicate  the 
character  of  the  books  which  Mrs.  Rylands  gathered  around  her  during  the  last  twenty 
years  of  her  life,  not  alone  for  her  own  pleasure,  but  with  a  view  to  the  ultimate  en- 
richment of  the  library  on  a  side  where  it  was  but  indifferently  equipped. 

These  remarks,  of  necessity,  are  almost  exclusively  confined  to  Mrs.  Rylands's  re- 
lations to  the  library,  which  she  looked  upon  with  pardonable  pride  as  her  great  achieve- 
ment. But  her  munificence  did  not  end  there,  nor  with  her  gifts  to  numerous  other  public 
objects,  in  which  she  took  a  keen  interest.  The  full  extent  of  her  benefactions  will 
probably  never  be  known.  She  was  naturally  reserved,  and  delighted  to  do  good  in 
secret,  but  those  who  take  an  active  part  in  charitable  work  in  Manchester  could  testify 
to  her  unfailing  readiness  to  assist  any  good  cause  of  which  she  approved.  She  did 
not  simply  give  money  out  of  her  great  wealth,  she  also  gave  care,  thought,  and  attention 
to  all  that  she  was  interested  in. 

Personally  Mrs.  Rylands  was  little  known,  but  to  those  who  did  know  her  she  was 
most  kind  and  generous.  She  was  a  woman  of  very  marked  ability  and  of  great  deter- 
mination. She  did  not  like  life  in  the  eye  of  the  world,  and  had  absolutely  no  taste  for 
society.  Some  of  her  friends  were  tempted,  sometimes,  to  wish  that  a  wider  social 
circle  might  know  and  value  her,  but  she  preferred  the  home  circle  and  a  few  friends, 
to  the  attractions  of  the  larger  world. 

Those  who  had  the  privilege  of  assisting  her  in  any  of  her  numerous  and  absorbing 
interests,  can  testify  to  her  wonderful  business  capacity  and  to  her  mastery  of  detail. 
She  possessed  truly  and  in  a  marked  degree,  "  the  genius  of  taking  pains  ". 

Of  those  who  were  associated  with  Mrs.  Rylands  in  the  foundation  of  the  library 
three  remain.  Mr.  Stephen  J.  Tennant,  a  trustee,  and  honorary  treasurer  of  the  library, 
Mr.  William  Carnelley,  a  trustee  and  vice-chairman  of  the  council  of  the  library,  and  the 
Rev.  J.  W.  Kiddle,  a  trustee,  and  the  honorary  secretary,  who  was  also  for  many  years 
Mrs.  Rylands's  private  secretary. 
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On  the  12th  of  December,  1907,  less  than  two  months  before  the

of  the  hbrary. 

The  governors  and  others  concerned  in  the  administration  of  the  institution  had 
long  felt,  and  had  often  expressed  the  feeling,  that  the  library  was  incomplete  without 
some  representation  of  a  personal  nature  connecting  it  with  the  founder.  They  had  the 
portrait  of  Lord  Spencer,  and  the  statue  of  Mr.  Rylands,  but  nothing  in  the  nature  of 
a  portrait  of  Mrs.  Rylands.  They  were  anxious  to  remedy  this  omission,  and  to  this  end 
representations  were  made  to  the  founder  with  a  view  to  obtain  her  consent  and  co- 
operation. After  thinking  the  matter  over,  and  foreseeing  some  difficulties  in  the  way 
of  getting  a  portrait  painted,  Mrs.  Rylands  asked  to  be  allowed  to  carry  out  her  own 
design.  The  governors  gladly  acquiesced,  and  Mrs.  Rylands  commissioned  Mr.  John 
Cassidy  to  execute  a  statue  in  marble  as  a  companion  to  that  of  her  husband  by  the 
same  artist,  which  stands  at  the  north  end  of  the  library. 

On  the  12th  of  December,  Mr.  Stephen  J.  Tennant,  the  brother  of  Mrs.  Rylands,  in 
the  presence  of  a  small  company  of  governors  and  other  leading  representatives  of  Man- 
chester, requested  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University,  Dr.  Alfred  Hopkinson,  K.C., 
as  chairmail  of  the  council  of  governors,  to  unveil  the  statue  which  Mrs.  Rylands  had 
had  executed  for  the  purpose  of  presentation  to  the  library,  and  to  accept  it  as  a  gift 
from  her. 

The  statue,  which  is  slightly  over  life-size,  is  in  Saravezze  marble,  and  Mr.  Cassidy 
is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  success  which  has  attended  his  efforts  to  produce  an 
excellent  likeness  of  Mrs.  Rylands,  and  at  the  same  time  a  dignified  work  of  art.  In  a 
sense  the  statue  puts  the  finishing  tpuch  to  a  splendid  work.  The  photographic  repro- 
duction which  accompanies  the  present  number  is  taken  from  the  artist's  plaster  model, 
from  which  the  marble  was  carved. 
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In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice,  the  following  short  abstract  is  printed,  in 
the  form  of  notes,  of  the  report  on  the  work  of  the  library  which  was  presented  to  the 
governors  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Accessions  to  the  Library. — The  express  design  of  the  founder  of  the  library  had 
for  its  object  the  formation  of  collections  of  the  best  literature  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  knowledge,  which  should  not  only  excite  and  diffuse  a  love  of  learning,  but 
should  assist  the  original  investigations  and  efforts  of  those  who  might  devote  themselves 
to  the  pursuit  of  some  special  branch  of  study.  This  design  has  been  consistently 
followed  by  the  governors,  without  any  material  change,  since  the  day  of  its  foundation. 
It  has  remained  only  to  elaborate  details,  and  to  develop  the  collections  along  the  lines 
that  have  been  most  fruitful  of  good  results. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  library,  as  is  well  known,  is  the  collection  of 
books  printed  before  1500,  and  it  has  been  the  steady  aim  of  the  governors  gradually  to 
build  up  this  collection  until  it  comprises  specimens  of  every  type  known  to  have  been 
employed  by  the  printers  of  Europe  during  the  fifteenth  century.  To  this  end  upwards 
of  a  hundred  volumes  have  been  purchased  during  the  year,  several  of  which  have  been 
hitherto  unnoticed  by  bibliographers. 

The  Bible  collection  also  has  been  enriched  by  the  addition  of  many  rare  and  im- 
portant editions  of  the  Scriptures,  in  various  languages. 

The  other  departments  of  the  library  are  being  systematically  built  up  in  the  same 
way.  There  are,  it  is  needless  to  say,  still  many  lacunce,  but  these  are  gradually  being 
diminished,  with  the  result  that  the  power  of  serving  readers  is  constantly  being  in- 
creased. 

Gifts  to  the  Library. — The  list  of  donors  contains  fifty-seven  names.  Again, 
unfortunately  for  the  last  time,  it  is  necessary  to  report  that  the  most  important  gift 
of  the  year  was  due  to  the  generosity  of  the  founder.  It  includes  two  manuscripts  of 
Dante's  Divina  Cominedia.  The  first  was  written  by  Bartolomeo  Landi  de  Landis,  a 
learned  notary  of  Prato,  and  completed  in  the  year  1416.  Nothing  is  known  of  the 
transcriber  save  what  is  revealed  in  the  manuscript  itself.  Having  transcribed  the 
poem,  he  seems  to  have  delighted  himself  in  translating  Cicero,  and  in  copying  other 
classics.  The  manuscript  is  of  great  importance  to  Dante  scholars,  since  it  is  one  of 
the  very  few  dated  manuscripts  of  the  poet,  and  apparently  has  nevsr  been  studied 
by  the  modern  editors.  The  second  is  a  modern  illuminated  copy  of  the  poem  pro- 
duced by  Signor  Razzolini  of  Florence,  s^ssisted  by  other  artists,  and  completed  in  1902. 
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It  is  a  fine  folio  volume  containing  upwards  of  two  hundred  illuminations,  illustrating 
passages  from  the  various  cantos  of  the  poem.

The  Governors  of  the  library  take  this  opportunity  for  renewing  their  thanks  to  the 
donors  for  their  generous  gifts.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  they  welcome  such 
gifts. 

The  Work  of  the  Library. — While  it  is  the  primary  duty  of  a  library  to  preserve 
its  books  and  manuscripts,  yet  the  importance  of  such  an  institution  rests  not  upon  the 
mere  custodianship,  nor  upon  the  number  of  rare  and  important  works  assembled  upon 
its  shelves,  but  upon  the  use  to  which  they  are  put.  Judged  by  this  standard  the  John 
Rylands  Library  may  claim  to  have  reached  a  satisfactory  state  of  efficiency.  In  each 
of  the  seven  preceding  reports  it  was  possible  to  record  a  steadily  growing  interest  in 
the  library.     During  the  year  under  review  this  growth  was  greater  than  ever. 

Public  Lectures  and  Demonstrations. — The  public  interest  in  the  library  has  been 
fostered  in  a  variety  of  ways,  with  most  encouraging  results.  The  public  evening  lectures, 
of  which  eight  were  arranged  during  the  Winter  Session,  were  more  successful  than  ever. 
On  each  occasion  the  hall  was  filled  to  overflowing,  whilst  on  several  occasions  numbers 
of  people  were  unable  to  gain  admission. 

The  gratifying  success  that  has  attended  this  section  of  the  library's  activity  is  due 
entirely  to  the  generous  help  ungrudgingly  given  by  the  following  gentlemen  :  Bishop 
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Welldon,  Professor  R.  S.  Conway,  Canon  E.  L.  Hicks,  Professor  H.  W.  Hogg,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  J.  H.  Moulton,  and  Professor  A.  S.  Peake.

Another  department  of  the  library's  activity,  which  has  come  to  be  regarded  as  part 
of  the  regular  routine,  takes  the  form  of  special  demonstrations  and  lectures  to  students 
and  craftsmen.  Upwards  of  1000  students  and  craftsmen  have  been  received  in  this 
way,  and  have  been  assisted  to  a  better  knowledge  of  the  possibilities  of  the  library,  and 
how  it  can  serve  them  in  their  work  and  studies.  The  growing  number  of  requests  for 
these  demonstrations  may  be  taken  as  an  indication  of  the  value  of  the  experiment,  and 
also  as  a  warrant  for  its  continuance. 

Exhibitions. — By  means  of  exhibitions  the  public  have  been  shown  some  of  the 
literary  and  bibliographical  treasures  of  the  library.  In  this  way  the  history  of  the 
English  Bible,  and  the  history  of  the  art  of  printing,  have  been  illustrated,  to  the  evident 
delight  of  a  large  number  of  printers  and  students,  many  of  whom  came  in  organised 
parties.  One  of  the  immediate  results  of  these  exhibitions  is  to  be  seen  in  the 
number  of  casual  visitors  whose  interest  has  ripened  into  the  desire  to  become  regular 
readers. 

The  present  exhibition  has  been  arranged  in  connection  with  the  Church  Congress, 
which  opened  its  proceedings  in  Manchester  on  the  6th  of  October.  It  consists  of  a 
selection  of  illuminated  manuscripts,  principally  biblical  and  religious,  dating  chiefly 
from  the  seventh  to  the  sixteenth  century.  The  interesting  collection  of  jewelled  book- 
covers,  Limoges  enamels,  and  ivories,  to  which  some  reference  has  already  been  made 
in  an  earlier  page  of  the  present  number,  is  also  included  in  the  exhibit.  A  small 
descriptive  catalogue  has  been  prepared  and  printed,  to  which  is  prefixed  an  introduc- 
tion, treating  in  a  brief  and  general  way  of  the  character  of  the  library's  collection 
of  manuscripts,  followed  by  some  notes  on  the  characteristic  features  of  the  manuscripts 
of  the  middle  ages,  and  a  select  list  of  works  on  palaeography  which  may  be  consulted 
in  the  John  Rylands  Library. 

This  exhibition  will  remain  on  view  until  the  month  of  March,  1909,  when  it  will  be 
replaced  by  a  display  of  the  principal  manuscripts  and  printed  editions  of  the  works  of 
Dante,  and  of  his  commentators,  with  which  the  library  is  so  well  equipped. 
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Periodical  Publications. — A  complete  list  of  the  periodical  publications  which 
are  regularly  made  available  to  readers  in  the  periodical  room  will  be  found  in  the 
present  number.  The  list  shows  the  range  of  the  library  files,  and  it  will  be  noticed 
that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  there  is  a. complete  set  of  each  publication  from  the 
commencement  of  its  career.
